Firstly let me congratulate Dunfermline Athletic on a marvellous achievement. I am sure I 
speak on behalf of all ex-Pars when I say that the resurgence of the old Club has got us all 
excited. but I don’t believe it is a sudden rise or a flash-in-the-pan. Like every good house 
built the foundations have to be solid and that is exactly what has impressed me about the 
present Dunfermline Athletic team. 

A few years ago I took an Aberdeen side to play in the Centenary game not long after Jim 
Leishman had taken over. It was remarkable the change in the stadium with smart 
advertising boards ringing the trackside perimeter and all freshly painted. I couldn’t help 
thinking that the team would respond to the ambition shown by Directors and Management 
and sure as goodness they gave us a real battle, and finally beat us 1-0. It was obvious with 
that kind of attitude then they were certainly going into the next few years on the right note. 
They have gone from strength to strength since then and have now joined the: elite of 
Scottish football in the Premier Division. This instantly brings back some wonderful! 
memories of the great days of the 60’s. 

Two games in my time there, which capture the excitement of East End Park in those 
days, spring readily to mind and unfortunately we lost them both. The first was against Celtic 
and we led them throughout the game. In fact with ten minutes to go the score stood at 4-2 
to the Pars only for Celtic to score three goals in the last ten minutes. This only served to 
remind us of the great fighting spirit of that great club under the one and only Jock Stein. I 
know he would have been pleased today at the Pars’ success. The other game was even more 
sensational and it was against Hibs the same season (1966-67). We were down 5-2 with 
fourteen minutes to go and pegged it back to 5—5 with three minutes to go. In the last minute 
the Hibs centrehalf kicked off his goal-line and from that clearance Jim Scott of Hibs raced 
through chased by that great full-back, the late John Lunn, as our young goalkeeper David 
Anderson came out to challenge Scott’s shot. Anderson only managed to block the ball 
against John Lunn and into the net. What a tragedy! 

Great moments, great days and now that the Pars are back in the top league who’s to say 
what can be achieved. The ambition shown, and with tradition behind them, anything is 
possible and if the old Club were to bring back European football what a prospect that would 
be. I always remember on those special nights walking down the steps on to the park and on 
either side, in the small enclosures, it was always full of players from other clubs. Hearts, 
Hibs, Dundee and Rangers were always represented. They were marvellous nights and I 
wish the players and staff at East End every success in their quest. 

I am sure you will enjoy this book, full of all the triumphs and tribulations in their climb 
back to the top. It must be great for the present Dunfermline supporters to think back to all 
the great moments and relate them with their heroes just as I have done with my own special 


memories of the 60’s.

The jubilant scenes as thousands of Dunfermline supporters poured on to East End Park at 
4.40 pm on Saturday, April 25, 1987, were probably the greatest scenes of celebration the 
ground has ever witnessed. The black and white bedecked fans had much more to celebrate 
than just the win over Queen of the South. It was what that win signified that was the cause 
for celebration which saw the final whistle drowned out by an ever-increasing crescendo of 
noise. This was nothing short of a magical moment in the history of the club! 

They had qualified to play in the Scottish Premier League, the first Fife club to achieve this 
status. As a result they would be entertaining the top clubs and their players with the 
household names for the first time since season 1974-75 when league reconstruction 
consigned the Pars to the middle division. 

If 1 ever needed confirmation that writing this book was worthwhile then that moment 
provided the vital spur! 

When researching a history of Dunfermline Athletic Football Club it is easy to concentrate 
on the glory days of the 1960’s. After all, those were the years of Jock Stein, two Scottish 
Cup wins and European action before either Celtic or Liverpool had qualified for a 
Channel crossing! 

But the club’s ups and downs since those halcyon years do much to belie the proud 
contribution Dunfermline Athletic have made to British football during their history, a 
history which can be traced back to exactly 8 p.m. on the night of June 2, 1885. 

Although this book is primarily a tale of two seasons when promotion dreams once more 
became a reality for the East End Park faithful, this is perhaps an opportune time to mention 
the more important moments of the first 100 years. 

Dunfermline Athletic, in owing their existence to the game of cricket, are in the company 
of such fine clubs as Aston Villa and AC Milan. Keeping fit during the winter months had 
provided the lads of Dunfermline Cricket Club with the excuse to form a footballing section 
in 1874, playing their matches under the name of the Dunfermline Club at Ladysmill, now 
McKane Park, on the southern outskirts of the town. 


A dispute arose, however, when at an annual general meeting held in the Imperial Hotel 
(a temperance establishment in Dunfermline’s Maygate, now an open site opposite the Old 
Inn) the cricket club insisted that all players should be affiliated to themselves. After an 
initial meeting on May 26 to sound out opinions sixty footballers gathered on June 2, 1885, in 
the back room of the Old Inn to draw up rules for a Separate club — and at 8 p.m. 
Dunfermline Athletic Football Club was formed. 


The Athletic’s first match was played on June 13, 1885, at East End Park (slightly to the 
west of its present site) with the Dunfermline men beating an Edinburgh University side by 
two goals to one. The cricket club continued to field their own side for several years after the 
split but the Athletic team sealed their revenge in 1887 when they recorded their largest—ever 
competitive victory with a 15-1 win over their former colleagues in an Edinburgh Shield 
meeting. . 

In those early amateur days the club colours were maroon jerseys with blue shorts, 
changing to black and red hooped jerseys in 1886. The famous black and white stripes still 
favoured today, were not introduced until 1912. 

While researching this book one of the questions which continually arose was how the 
Athletic were given their ‘Pars’ nickname. Many people believe it came from the parallel 
stripes in the famous black and white jerseys but I personally have come to share the beliefs 
of my friends Douglas Scott and journalist Les Peters who have contributed greatly to the 
production of this book. While writing his own Black and White Magic, the story of the club’s 
halcyon days of the sixties, Douglas interviewed a fan who was in his 90's. He told Douglas 
that when Rosyth Dockyard was being constructed at the turn of the century skilled labour 
was brought up from the south coast of England because of their experience gained during 
the building of the navy base at Plymouth. These travelling football fans, many of whom 
settled in west Fife, formed the Plymouth Argyle (Rosyth) Supporters club. In order to 
satisfy their desire for good football these supporters became a regular sight on the East End 
Park terracings where their PARS banners became associated with the Fife club. The puzzle 
surrounding the nickname might never be solved but this story is, as both Douglas and Les 


Sugeest the sort that would be too difficult to concoct and is therefore that bit more likely to 
be true!

In 1888 the Athletic won the Fife Cup but that same year they were suspended from the 
Fife Football Association because of their rivalry with the cricket side and they played at 
junior level for some time before turning professional, a move agreed by just one vote 
among 300 supporters and players packed into the Co-op Hall in the town’s Randolph Street 
on Monday, July 24, 1899. 

In 1909 the Scottish Central League was formed and Dunfermline won the Championship 
and the Fife Cup in the 1910-11 season. The following year saw them lift the Qualifying Cup 
beating Dumbarton !~) in the final at the Gymnasium Ground in Edinburgh. That same 
season the Central League Championship and the Loftus Cup came to East End. 

In 1919 the Athletic severed their connections with the Scottish League and became 
instigators of the breakaway Central League which proved both successful and popular with 
the fans and players alike. It was during this period that Dunfermline signed the legendary 
centre forward Andy Wilson from Middlesborough who scored four goals in his debut 
against Arbroath. For 40 years he held the distinction of being the only Pars player to win 
international honours until Willie Cunningham played for Northern Ireland against Wales in 
1961. 

Such was the success of the Central League that the Scottish League decided to form a 
Second Division which started the promotion-relegation situation which continues today. 
This attracted the rebel teams back into the fold with Dunfermline winning the Second 
Division title in 1926 before becoming something of a yo-yo side between the two divisions 
until they hit the high notes under Jock Stein in the sixties. 
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In the 1949-50 season, however, they reached the final of the Scottish League Cup only to 
be beaten 3-0 by East Fife who remain the only team to win this competition while in the 
Second Division. In 1959 the Pars were back in the headlines when a 10-1 win over Partick 
Thistle kept them in the First Division for the coming year. Harry Melrose, later to become 
team boss in the 1970's, scored six that day. 

The glory days of the 1960’s saw Dunfermline lift the Scottish Cup in 1961 and 1968 against 
Celtic and Hearts respectively and take on the might of Europe in the shape of Ujpesti 
Dozsa, Everton, Valencia, Atletico Bilbao, Olympiakos, West Bromwich Albion and 
Bordeaux. : 

The Pars undoubtedly suffered a great loss when the late Jock Stein left for pastures new 
in 1964 but today his legend lives on. There is no great need to talk of his successes 
elsewhere. Suffice it to say he was perhaps the finest football brain this country has ever 
known. 

After the successes of the sixties a string of managers sat in the East End Park hotseat as 
Dunfermline slipped somewhat sadly back into the role of a yo-yo side between the 
divisions. However, Jim Leishman’s arrival at the helm in 1983 added an exciting new 
dimension to football at East End and elsewhere. The question on the lips of everyone 
following the fortunes of Dunfermline Athletic FC during the league campaigns of seasons 
1985-86 and 1986-87 was ‘Will they or won’t they?’ For once they were not referring to the 
possibility of the Pars winning any particular match, avoiding relegation or indeed winning 
promotion, they were questioning whether their team could achieve League Championship- 
winning status in these two consecutive seasons — the first two years of the Club’s second 
century! 

This is the story of these two memorable campaigns and the events leading up to them.

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The Foundations are Laid 


On Monday, 31 October 1983, James Leishman Esq. was appointed as part-time manager of 
Dunfermline Athletic Football Club. ‘Leish’ had been operating as reserve team coach 
under the previous incumbent Tom Forsyth and had taken over as interim boss when the 
former Rangers and Scotland star had resigned some two weeks earlier. Big Jim thus became 
the fourth person in three years to fill the hot seat at East End Park. 

While in his caretaking period Leishman signed two players at opposite ends of their 
careers — the experienced Alan Forsyth from Raith Rovers and teenager Ian Heddle joining 
his first senior club after drawing considerable attention with Dunfermline Railway Club. 
During the first few months of Leish’s official reign, however, success was about as difficult 
to find as a camel in Kelty and this was shown by the attendances which were consistently 
dropping into three figures. But while there was only one victory before the turn of the year 
the new manager made no secret of his desire to see a return of the glory felt during the 
halcyon days of the sixties at East End Park. And in spite of the lack of success a new wave of 
enthusiasm was making its presence felt as the proud club began to come alive once more. 

Changes in personnel were taking place with the youngsters now being looked after by Bill 
Baxter who had previously made a name for himself at Ipswich. Two players had moved on 
(Derek Rodier to Berwick Rangers and goalkeeper Jim Moffat to Forfar Athletic). 

A new forward by the name of John Watson was signed from Hong Kong Rangers for a 
fee of £300. Nobody could have imagined at that time what an asset he would be to the club 
in the future. 

With dreams of promotion already shattered for another season the Pars hopes lay with 
the Scottish Cup and although their run was short-lived it did give the fans some much- 
needed excitement. Having received a bye in the first round Dunfermline faced Forfar 
Athletic at East End Park with the prize of a third round match at Ibrox up for grabs. Forfar 
were to go on to win the Second Division Championship that season but a goal from Rab 
Stewart won the game for the Pars in what turned out to be an evenly contested match. 

The cup-tie against Rangers was played on Saturday, 28 January 1984, and in front of an 
18,000 crowd in Glasgow the Athletic came within nine minutes of knocking the home team 
out of the competition. However, even a replay eluded the Fifers with Colin McAdam and 
Ally McCoist scoring for Jock Wallace’s team in those final minutes to counter an earlier 
Rab Stewart goal. Dunfermline’s only consolation was a five-figure cheque. 

(Steve Morrison was named ‘Mr Superfit’ by the sponsors, the Scottish Health Education 
Group.) 

Back in the league the remainder of the season’s fixtures were played out in somewhat 
depressing circumstances with indifferent and inconsistent form prevailing in spite of the 
appointment of Gregor Abel as coach on 15 February, 1984. Gregor had been associated 
with Falkirk, Clydebank and Alloa Athletic before coming to East End Park and had tasted 
promotion champagne with each of them. Unfortunately, as far as this season was 
concerned, he would have to wait before tasting it again! 

So season 1983-4 turned out to be the worst in the history of the club since season 1952-3. 
Only five teams were below them when they finished in ninth position. 
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1984-5 


Preparation for the new season went on throughout the summer with Rowan Hamilton 
(Dundee), Paul Rodgers (Hong Kong Rangers) and Dave Young (Arbroath) all putting 
pens to paper. Rab Stewart was sold to Motherwell for just over £10,000. 

An added incentive for doing well this season came with its leading up to the club’s 
Centenary Yearoihe fans were slow to respond, however, with only 972 coming through the 
turnstiles for the opening league fixture against Stranraer in spite of the new signings making 
their home debuts. The poor attendance did not affect the team, however, who ran out 5-0 
winners (no fewer than four from John Watson) against a side which fancied their chances 
for promotion. Watson’s four goals equalled the individual scoring record for a Second 
Division match since league reconstruction in 1975. 

An emphatic win by four goals to nil against Arbroath in the first round of the Skol Cup 
earned Dunfermline a home tie against Celtic and on Wednesday, 22 August 1984 East End 
Park reverberated to sounds reminiscent of the ‘Good Old Days’ as the Pars took the lead. 
Counters from McClair and MclInally saw the visitors take over but a second goal from 
Watson made extra time look a certainty before McClair scored a late winner for Celtic. 

With interest over in the Cup the League campaign was once more all-important and even 
the most optimistic supporter could not have anticipated the team’s six wins out of six. 
Stranraer, Stirling Albion and Cowdenbeath were the East End victims with Raith Rovers, 
Montrose and Berwick Rangers all overcome away from home. 

Jim Leishman wrote in his excellent programme column: ‘I honestly cannot remember the 
club having had a better start to any season in my long years connected with Dunfermline 
Athletic both as player and backroom boy.’ 

On Saturday, 22 September 1984, the team and its ever-increasing band of travelling 
supporters made the short trip over the Kincardine Bridge to meet Stenhousemuir at 
Ochilview. But hopes of making it seven-in-a-row were to be dashed. The game was 
punctuated with controversial decisions from referee Louis Thow from Ayr and with 
Dunfermline down to ten men (Steve Morrison was sent off for retaliation) the deciding goal 
was scored by the home team with just three minutes left on the clock. As the players and 
officials left the field at the end of the game the referee was jostled and barracked in scenes 
completely foreign to anything associated with Dunfermline Athletic or their supporters in 
modern times. 

John Watson received Scottish Brewers’ first-ever ‘Personality Player of the Month’ award 
(£250 cheque) at the end of September in recognition of his feat of scoring eight goals in five 
games during the month. 

The Pars seemed to have recovered from the Ochilview episode when they took ten 
points (four wins and two draws) from their next six matches. The second of the drawn 
games came against Alloa at East End Park when a crowd of 4,404 — the second highest in 
Scotland that day — saw Watson score a late equaliser against the Wasps who were chasing 
Dunfermline from second position in the table. There followed a somewhat erratic period 
with a series of mixed results including a surprise 2) defeat by East Stirlingshire at Firs 
Park, Falkirk. This game, played in torrential rain, was the ’Shire’s first home win since 
Feberuary 1984. In fact it was the home team’s first league win of the 1984-5 season. It was 
also Dunfermline’s 13th league game of that league campaign! Stenhousemuir also caused an 
upset by taking a point at East End on the last Saturday of November with a late goal to 
counter the opener from the Athletic’s latest signing, Ian Gordon from Airdrie. Ian had 
signed for Dunfermline on 19 October 1984 for a nominal fee. 

If the dream start was now becoming a distant memory the fortunes of the team took on 
nightmare proportions at the end of 1984 and the beginning of the new year with home 
defeats at the hands of Arbroath and Raith Rovers combined with an early exit from the 
Scottish Cup, East Stirling winning by 3-1 in the first round tie at East End. For the first time 
since season 1952-3 the Pars had not progressed beyond the first round. 

By the time February came around the Athletic were in third spot, trailing leaders Alloa 
by 9 points in spite of the presence of two experienced signings in the shape of Frank Liddell 
(Brisbane City, Australia) and Derek O’Connor (Hearts). 


Off the field Jim Leishman was now working full-time with the Pars having also taken up 
the post of Commercial Manager in addition to his part-time team-boss duties. 

By the end of March players were coming and going from East End Park at regular 
intervals. Liddell, McGlashan, Perry and O’Connor all left with Davie Moyes

(Meadowbank), Ian Westwater (Hearts) and Ian Campbell (Brechin) all arriving. For the 
remainder of the season the Pars kept getting themselves into a challenging position only to 
slip when it most mattered. This was particularly true in the case of their home fixtures with 
points being dropped all too often. A missed penalty in the penultimate fixture at Alloa was 
to prove particularly costly, however, when the Wasps edged home in the race for second 
piace in the last game, just one solitary point ahead of the Athletic. 

The Pars’ own last game of the season was at home against Berwick Rangers; it will always 
stand out in the minds of those present for the remarkable scenes during the last few minutes 
and at the end of the match! 

With seven minutes remaining Trevor Smith had just restored Dunfermline’s lead from 
the penalty spot — his second goal of the match — when a rumour, allegedly based on a radio 
report, that Alloa were only drawing their match at Arbroath spread round the terracings 
like wildfire. Amidst scenes of incredible jubilation the two teams waited for the final 
whistle. When it finally came the park was invaded by hundreds of supporters while the team 
took a bow. 

However, the joy quickly turned to sadness when Leish, choking back tears, informed the 
fans that Alloa had in fact won their game. Jim was later quoted as saying: ‘It was like 
winning the pools only to find the coupon had not been posted.’ 

The situation was perhaps put into perspective, however, as news filtered through of an 
horrific fire at the home of Bradford City which claimed the lives of fifty-six fellow fans when 
the blaze swept through their main stand! 

The battle for promotion had been lost but there was still much to admire. The club had at 
least restored some pride in their activities and the crowds had started to flock back in great 
numbers. Dunfermline were the 12th-best supported team in Scotland according to statistics 
released by the Scottish League and everyone connected with the Pars looked forward to the 
next season with the team boasting a more positive look and determined attitude. 

The foundations had indeed been laid for better times! 
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Season 1985/86 — Scottish Second Division 


On 2 May, just prior to the end of the 1984-5 season, Mr Jock Stein had paid a nostalgic 
return visit to Dunfermline to entertain an audience in the town’s Carnegie Hall. ‘An 
audience with Jock Stein’ had been arranged jointly by the local sports council, Dunfermline 
District Council and the Carnegie Dunfermline Trust as part of the latter’s programme of 
events to mark the 150th anniversary of the birth of Andrew Carnegie, the town’s most 
famous son. Author and broadcaster Bob Crampsey chaired the evening which featured 
many old films of the Athletic’s glory games in the 1960s and gave the capacity crowd the 
opportunity to ask the “Big Man’ questions. Mr Stein, who had done so much for 
Dunfermline Athletic F.C. and who continued to take more than a passing interest in what 
went on at East End Park in spite of being involved with other clubs and the Scottish national 
team, had time for everyones’ questions and requests for autographs. As the evening drew to 
a close he wished the Pars the best of luck in their bid to win promotion the following 
Saturday. Sadly his honest hopes were not to come to fruition. 

That visit was not to be Mr Stein’s last to the town in 1985 as he went on to take an active 
interest in the club’s Centenary celebrations that year. 

The Camilla Hotel, Auchtertool, was the venue for the inaugural award ceremony for the 
Dunfermline Athletic Supporters’ Club ‘Player of the Year’. The trophy donated by fan Mrs 
Marvyn Stewart was won by Bobby Robertson with centre-half Davie Young a close runner- 
up. 

During the summer Jim Leishman took time off from making his preparations for the 
coming season to help with a coaching project being run by the District Sports Council, 
Dunfermline District Council and the Primary Schools Football Association. 

On 2 June 1985, more than a dozen enthusiastic fans met in the town’s Old Inn to mark the 
anniversary of the formation of the club. It was in that public house in the Kirkgate that the 
historic innaugural meeting of the Athletic had been held exactly 100 years ago. The evening 
was the idea of ardent Pars fan Russell Shepherd. 

Also in June manager Leishman and many of the Dunfermline players ran in the town’s 
C. R. Smith Dunfermline Half Marathon raising funds for the Fife and Lothian Blind 
Association in the process. This was just another example of the efforts being made by the 
club to get the Pars more involved with the local community and to make the public more 
aware of their own ambitions. Another example came on 11 August, 1985, when Jim 
attended a Youth Aid concert in the town’s Pittencrieff Park in aid of the Ethiopian famine 
relief appeal fund. As final proof that he would give the club ‘the shirt off his back’ Jim 
auctioned the clothes he was wearing. He was left standing before a 300-strong audience 
wearing just a pair of shorts! 

Training for the 1985-6 season started in earnest on Tuesday, 16 J uly, 1985, with Leish 
quoted as saying: ‘It is up to the players to show me that they are wanting a game, I’m not 
fussy who is supposed to be the best player — it is the player who will do the business for the 
Pars that I want.’ — 

The pool of players available to him had been strengthened and enlarged with the signing 
of Dave Houston on a free from Alloa and Willie McGinlay from Preston Athletic; called up

were Roddie Grant, Willie Callaghan and Peter Pryde from Dunfermline Railway Club. 

On Tuesday, 30 July, a friendly was played against First Division Brechin City in the 
unlikely setting of a public park in the Angus town. The Pars were in front three times but 
were pulled back on each occasion for the game to finish at 3-3. Heddle, Young and Smith 
scored for Dunfermline. 

The following evening a ‘Centenary Night Out’ was held in Dunfermline’s popular Night 
Magic Discotheque; it involved players, manager, cabaret and guest speakers but most 
importantly the fans. Those present heard of plans to launch a Centenary Club to raise 
money for their team. Former Bolton and England star Nat Lofthouse, the special guest at 
the launch, explained how a similar scheme at his former club had brought Bolton 
Wanderers back from the brink of financial ruin. Jim Leishman commented: ‘It will help us 
bring back the standards we have been used to.’ More than 200 fans joined within the first 
two weeks of the launch and support continued to grow for the Club. 

On 1 August a second warm-up match was played against Falkirk, another First Division 
club who were to finish as runners-up in the promotion race for the Premier League that 
season, with the game ending at 0-0. 

As the preparations for the new season almost reached their conclusion club chairman Mr 
Jimmy Watters had to comment on speculation that the board lacked ambition and did not 
wish promotion. He said: ‘I would say that it is the aim of everyone at East End Park to win 
promotion and ultimately to reach the Premier League.’ 

Almost as if to prove Mr Watters’ belief that the team could do well at Premier level the 
team to which he has dedicated so much were playing host to none-other than Aberdeen in 
the Athletic’s Centenary Match at East End Park on 7 August. This game was to prove the 
chairman’s point and was a great attraction for the loyal Athletic fans who had been so long 
starved of top grade football. Sponsored by John Goldie Financial Consultancy Service the 
game attracted a crowd of more than 5000.

Prior to the kick-off some 120 former players and managers gathered on the park to be 
presented to the fans. The oldest ex-player present was eighty-nine-year-old Jimmy Tonnar 
who had played for the club in 1912! During the interval former favourites Jim Herriot, 
George Miller, Alex Smith, Jim Thomson, Jackie Sinclair, Paddy Wilson, Alex Totten, 
Willie Callaghan, Alex Wright and Alex Edwards joined managers (and, of course ex- 
players themselves) Alex Ferguson and Jim Leishman in a six-a-side game. 

‘It really is marvellous to be here again, commented Alex Ferguson, now manager of 
Manchester United, ‘and to see some of the old atmosphere about the place. My happiest 
playing days were undoubtedly with this club and I will never forget them.’ 

The main match proved to be a thrilling encounter with Ian Heddle scoring what proved 
to be the only goal. There was no hiding the delight on the faces of the Dunfermline players 
and fans at the final whistle. Match sponsor John Goldie presented the Centenary Challenge 
Cup to Jim Leishman; Ian Heddle received a trophy for the goal of the match} and Norrie 
McCathie was presented with the man of the match award. (Stewart McKimmie won the 
Aberdeen player of the match award.) 

“You were robbed,’ Alex Ferguson told a jubilant Jim Leishman at a dressing-room get- 
together after the game. ‘You should have scored a barrow-load.’ 

An excellent start to the new century! 
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The league season opened with a 3-all draw at Arbroath and in his programme column for 
the match against Stenhousemuir in the first round of the Skol Cup manager Jim Leishman 
commented: ‘In the changing rooms there is an atmosphere I have never seen at the club 
before except, perhaps, in the sixties when I came here as a teenage player; there is a 
determination to win among the lads, not only for themselves but also for the fans who have 
given such tremendous support through the years.’ . 

There was also a request in the programme that supporters refrain from invading the pitch 
at the end of every game. ‘We’ll keep the celebrations until the end of the season!’ Did 
someone have a crystal ball or was it wishful thinking? 

The cup-tie against the "Muir provided some consolation for previous disasters against the 
men from Ochilview when the Pars cruised home by four goals to nil. lan Campbell put away 
three of them to win the sponsor’s man of the match award. The game had been postponed 
from 14 to 19 August because of a water-logged pitch and so for probably the first time in the 
100-year history of the club the first match in their official programme had been postponed. 
So much for summer football. 

Two days later the Pars faced Morton at Cappielow in the next round. The Greenock side 
had been relegated from the Premier League the previous season but Dunfermline gave as 
good as they got and only went out on penalties (3-4) after extra time. The final score at the 
end of ninety minutes had been 2-2 with John Watson scoring both for the Athletic. He had 
signed a new two-year contract prior to the first round tie against Stenhousemuir. 

After three league matches the Pars had accumulated only three points by virtue of a draw 
and a win. Their defeat had come at Hampden against Queen’s Park. It was the club’s fourth 
game in eight days, perhaps asking too much of a part-time team, especially one also hit bya 
sickness bug. 

Several changes were taking place in the coaching and scouting team around the time. 
Andy Young who had been combining looking after the reserve team with a share of the 
scouting left the club as he felt he could no longer devote the necessary time to the job. 
Willie Mackie, the club scout in the Falkirk area for seven years, was allowed to go ina 
money-saving move. John Jobson took over the reserve team duties and Joe Small and Ivan 
Finlayson were kept on to look after the scouting in Fife and Edinburgh respectively. 

A Centenary Dinner was held on 26 August in the Dunblane Hydro Hotel. It was attended 
by more than 300 supporters, sponsors, friends and associates of the club. Chairman Jimmy 
Watters opened the proceedings before handing over to master of ceremonies Bob 
Crampsey. There followed an evening of entertainment from speakers the Rev. Howard J. 
Haslett of Edinburgh Academy, ex-Par Doug Baillie from the Sunday Post, former England 
and Bolton star Nat Lofthouse who had helped get the Centenary Club off the ground, and 
former international rugby referee Bob Burrell. 

Saturday, 31 August saw Cowdenbeath visit East End Park. The Pars were stunned as 
their local rivals quickly went two-up but the fighting qualities which were to stand the team 
in good stead during the season produced a magnificent fight-back and goals from Heddle, 
Watson and Morrison saw the Athletic through by the odd goal in five. Skipper Bobby 
Robertson was taken off injured in the game and was to miss the next five matches. 

After a goal-less draw at Palmerston against Queen of the South on the first Saturday of 
September Dunfermline faced fellow Fifers Raith Rovers at East End Park. In a thrilling 
encounter six goals were shared equally with John Watson’s two taking his tally to nine in 
eight games. Steve Morrison and Grant Jenkins, in dispute with the club over terms, had 
both signed new short-term contacts with the club prior to the game. 

Prior to the game against the men from Starks Park a minute’s silence was observed in 
memory of Mr Jock Stein who had died so tragically at the end of the World Cup qualifying 
match against Wales on 10 September. Mr Stein had paid what proved to be his last visit to 
East End Park for the previous month’s centenary match against Aberdeen. It was often said 
that Jock Stein put Dunfermline Athletic on the footballing map but he was always the first 
to point out that it was also the club which helped make Jock Stein and brought him to 
national prominence. He always had a special regard for the Pars and his cup success of 1961 
remained one of his proudest moments. The Big Man would certainly be missed! 

Jim Leishman commented in the programme for the Raith game: ‘Mr Stein brought the 
glory days to the ground and we will be even more determined now to see them return as a

tribute to the great man of Scottish football.” Ex-player and former manager Harry Melrose 
was quoted as saying: “He always had a soft spot for the club and seldom missed the chance 
to pay a visit.’ 

In recognition of their outstanding service to the club a testmonial match was played at 
East End Park on 17 September to honour Bobby Robertson, Jim Bowie, Paul Donnelly 
and Hugh Whyte. Hearts provided the opposition winning 2-0 on the night through goals 
from John Robertson and Ian Jardine. The game raised around £1200 for the joint 
testimonial fund. 

A Grant Jenkins goal lifted both points in a re-arranged fixture against St Johnstone and 
on the last Saturday of September Stenhousemuir came back to East End Park to lead at one 
stage by the odd goal in three. The visitors’ cause was not helped by the dismissal of former 
Pars player Jim Meakin and two late goals saw Dunfermline run out winners. 

The Athletic had now gone five games without loss and this run was extended to nine 
during October with away wins at Stranraer and East Stirling and a 6-0 romp against Albion 
Rovers at East End. This was to prove the club’s biggest win of the season. This run was 
completed with a draw at home against Meadowbank Thistle, the Pars goal coming from a 
swerving, dipping free-kick from Steve Morrison, just the type of goal which earned him the 
nickname ‘Zico’ from the East End choir. The goal machine was really clicking by now with 
14 goals for in these games and only 2 conceded. 

Results like these helped pull the Pars up the table and by now they were in second spot 
just one point behind leaders Queen of the South. It was announced from East End Park 
that two new scouts had been appointed in the shape of Sandy Brown (Edinburgh area) and 
Ian Fraser (Fife) and there was also good news on the re-signing front, Steve Morrison and 
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Grant Jenkins settled their differences with the club and both signed contracts tying them to 
the Pars until the end of the season. 

In a continuing sponsorship deal between the Pars and Taggarts (Dunfermline) Ltd Jim 
Leishman took delivery of a new Austin Montego 1.6 at the beginning of November. 

If the month of October had been good for promotion hopes November was even better 
with four straight wins. Commented Jim Leishman: “There is a smashing atmosphere at 
the club; everyone wants to get to training and they are all desperate to be part of the team; 
nobody wants to get injured in case it means being left out and not being able to regain their

: On 2 November Stirling Albion were overcome at Annfield thanks to a John Watson goal. 
This was followed by victories over Queen of the South (home) and Raith Rovers (away), 
both by a 2-1 margin. The victory over Queen of the South took Dunfermline to the top of 
the league for the first time. The game attracted a crowd of 4,577 and created a piece of 
footballing history when Jim Bowie had the game stopped while Dunfermline were in a good 
attacking position so that Queen’s left-back Tony Gervaise could receive attention for 
hypothermia!

It was around this time that the East End faithful adopted a new anthem in the shape of 
the theme tune from the popular soap opera ‘EastEnders’. 

The team continued to be on song on the field of play when they met St Johnstone at East 
End Park on 23 November. The Perth men had strung together some useful results and were 
currently sitting in third spot. A hard game was anticipated but no one could have predicted 
just how hard. Saints, scarcely living up to their nickname, had five players booked and one 
sent off as the Pars displayed skills seldom seen in the Second Division on their way to an 
emphatic 4-0) win. The Dunfermline manager said later, ‘It was a hard game but it wasn’t 
dirty because we kept our discipline and refused to retaliate; that was the highlight for me.’ 

A few days later it was announced that Alan Forsyth and Andrew Irvine were to be 
released. 

With 42 goals Duiifermline had the best ‘goals for’ column in British football and the 
were now seven points clear of the third team in the league.

A specially-arranged challenge match was played against Rangers on Tuesday, 26 
November. The visitors won 3-0 courtesy of a John MacDonald hat-trick. The Rangers 
team that night included striker Eric Ferguson who was later to join the Pars. 

Crowd size was beginning to show its influence on club finances with the announcement 
that losses had been halved over the previous year. The Centenary Club now had more than 
500 members and was proving to be a great success. And as perhaps the greatest indication 
of improving finances six bids for Norrie McCathie had been turned down. 

The last Saturday of November saw the match away to Stenhousemuir being postponed at 
literally the last minute. The Pars were actually stripped and warming up on the pitch when 
the referee declared it unplayable. It was far too late to stop hundreds of fans travelling from 
Fife, however. 

On November 8 the club held its official Centenary Dinner at the Keavil House Hotel in 
Crossford when almost every club in Scottish football was represented. The Presidents of the 
Scottish Football Association and the Scottish League, David Will and Ian Gellatly, and 
their respective secretaries Ernie Walker and Jim Farry all attended. Among others 
contributing were ex-manager Harry Melrose, Sheriff J. S. Mowatt, Dick Douglas M.P. and 
Sir George Sharp, then chairman of Glenrothes Development Corporation.

On Tuesday, 3 December, Dunfermline played against Hibernian at Easter Road for the 
Tom Hart Memorial Trophy. Two late goals from John Watson put a better complexion on 
the score-line but the home side still ran out 53 winners. The previous Sunday Dunfermline 
represented by Ian Westwater, Rowan Hamilton, Ian Heddle, Ian Gordon, Roddie Grant 
and Willie McGinlay defeated First Division Falkirk in the final of the Leith Round Table 5- 
a-side tournament to add another trophy to the Centenary Cup won at the start of the 
season. 

More good news came with the revelation that the then unemployed John Watson had 
turned down the chance of work at Sullom Voe because it would have meant no football. A 
big sacrifice for anyone to make! . 

The first week of December saw two more new faces arrive at East End in the shape of 
twenty-two-year-old defender Gordon Wilson from Newtongrange Star (he had previously 
seen senior action with Meadowbank) and seventeen-year-old Leslie Thomson from 
Musselburgh Park. Cup commitments and bad weather restricted the Athletic’s league 
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progamme to just two matches that month. A rare strike from Ziggy Bowie lifted both points 
against Stranraer at East End and at Berwick the Pars came back from being aN down to 
share the points in a game which saw Grant Jenkins having an early bath after falling foul of 
referee D. D. Hope of Erskine. 

The Pitbauchlie Travel Club named Norrie McCathie as their player of the year for the 
second consecutive twelve month period; Ian Heddle received the award for the most 
promising young player with Trevor Smith as runner-up. 

The Scottish Cup campaign had begun on 7 December with a first round clash with Raith 
Rovers at East End. A crowd of 5,558 — better than thirteen of the 18 cup-ties played in 
England that day — watched the Pars win by two goals. Dunfermline’s goals came from Ian 
Heddle and John Watson. 

Talking about the ever-increasing support Jim Leishman said: ‘If that doesn’t give the 
players a lift they would be better going away and playing junior.’ Club chairman Jimmy 
Watters said he was the proudest man in Scottish football at the present time! 

The victory over Raith earned the Pars a trip to no less a spot than Meadow Park in Castle 
Douglas to take on the might of Threave Rovers from the Kelvinator League. It was a match 
that caught the imagination of the Galloway town and the invitation came east to ‘come on 
down’. And how the black and white brigade responded. In what was a rare move for a 
second round tie it was decided to make the game all-ticket to cope with the number of Fife 
fans expected to travel. On the day the game was played on a frozen pitch in a blizzard with 
temperatures not much above freezing but it did not deter hundreds from braving the 
elements. Two Pars fans, Paul McKay and Andrew Queen, actually cycled to the game 
although even they travelled home by train! Bobby Forrest arrived from Edinburgh by taxi 
(the fare cost £70) when his car failed to start and he missed the team bus. Prior to the match 
Threave full-back Michael Connolly collided with referee Louis Thow while warming up in 
the blizzard — referee bruised and battered, Connolly minus one tooth! John Watson (4) and 
Ian Heddle won the tie for Dunfermline watched by their directors sitting in the comfort of 
the ‘stand’ — the official coach parked alongside the boundary fence. Quite a day! 

The third round paired Dunfermline with Hibs at Easter Road and on the last Sunday in 
January the Pars Scottish Cup dreams were ended when the Premier side won 2-0 in front of 
a 15,500 crowd. The Pars were not disgraced, however, and put on an encouraging 
performance against the full-time opposition. 

With the Cup past for another season Dunfermline could now concentrate on winning 
league points. 

While the Scottish Cup efforts were going on Queen of the South had managed to draw 
level on points with Dunfermline at the top of the league; but between the cup-ties at Castle 
Douglas and Easter Road two notable milestones were reached in the league campaign. On 
Saturday, 18 January, East Stirling were defeated 2-1 with Norrie McCathie scoring both for 
Dunfermline. This victory meant that the club had completed 17 league games without 
defeat, beating their previous record for the ‘new’ Second Division. It was not only a club 
record for the ‘new’ Second Division but a club record for any league. The previous week 
Queen’s Park had been beaten 3-2 at East End, the last of the Pars goals, scored by that man 
Watson, being the club’s 50th league goal of the season, the first Scottish club to reach that 
target that year. 

At the beginning of 1986 there had been a threatened breakaway by the top nine teams in 
the country following disagreement over television contracts and league reorganisation. The 
proposed new league would have consisted of ten sides and Dunfermline were hot favourites 
to fill the empty space. Chairman Mr Watters said: ‘I hope that a solution can be arrived at 
without the need for a breakaway.’ As it turned out the break never took place although 
several changes to the league set-up did affecting promotion and relegation. 

League fixtures continued to be disrupted by the weather during February but not before 
Dunfermline s long unbeaten run was ended in somewhat dramatic circumstances when 
Stirling Albion visited East End on 1 February. The men from Annfield appeared to be 
coasting to an easy win when they found themselves two-up with only ten minutes left on the 
clock. A fightback by the Fifers saw the scores levelled with goals from Davie Young and 


Trevor Smith but Leishman’s Houdini troops failed when Albion snatched a winner in injury 
time.

Ian Pryde was signed from East Fife and it was hoped that the twenty-one-year-old 
Inverkeithing-born winger would prove an invaluable asset to the club’s promotion efforts. 

The only other league fixture played by the Pars during February turned out to be a draw 
against Raith Rovers at Starks Park. The Rovers had former Dunfermline star Alex 
Kinninmonth in charge that day following the dismissal of manager Bobby Wilson.. 

Back at East End two new directors were appointed at the start of the year. In reference to 
their business and sporting interests Jim Leishman quipped: ‘I’m quite happy so long as Roy 
Woodrow (a soft drinks company managing director) puts some fizz into the team and Blair 
Morgan (solicitor and ex-Dunfermline rugby player) does not keep asking where the fly-half 
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is. 
On the Tuesday prior to their visit to Kirkcaldy the Pars had made tracks of a different 


type. They packed into an Edinburgh recording studio to cut a record. The music was the 
theme tune from the BBC’s soap opera ‘EastEnders’ with words written by new director 
Blair Morgan and his son Steven. Two days later a party of players, backroom staff, directors 
and supporters made the journey south to perform live on the BBC’s ‘Pebble Mill at One’ 
show in Birmingham. 

Leslie G. Peters who writes for The Courier newspaper was invited to accompany the 
Dunfermline party throughout this unique event in the club’s history and this is how he 
reported the occasion for his readers of that time. 

“The inspiration to make a record of the EastEnders theme came direct from the fans on 
the terracing at East End Park. 

Almost exactly a year ago the popular BBC soap opera made its television debut and the 
music was instantly adopted as an anthem by the faithful following at the home of 
Dunfermline Athletic. Recently-appointed director Mr Blair Morgan heard the song and 
decided to investigate the possibility of committing their version to tape to help mark the 
club’s Centenary. 

‘The first step was to get the permission of the BBC and the music’s composer, Simon 


May,’ explained Mr Morgan, “Then we needed appropriate lyrics. 
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I sat down with my son Steven and wrote the words which then had to be approved by all 
concerned.’ 

A date was set for the recording and everything was going smoothly when interest in the 
project suddenly took off and everything had to be speeded up virtually overnight. 

‘The BBC invited us to take part in their Pebble Mill show which was to feature 
EastEnders’ star Anna Wing but gave us less than a week to have everything ready,’ 
continued Mr Morgan. ‘After an initial disappointment when our original choice of studio 
was unavailable the REL Studio in Edinburgh stepped in at the last minute to help us out.’ 

On the evening of Tuesday, 11 February the team, aided and abetted by local musicians 
from bands like 7 West, The Syndicate and White China, travelled through to Edinburgh 
where Dalgety Bay singer-songwriter Billy Rankin had the unenviable task of knocking them 
all into musical shape. Perhaps surprisingly it took only a few takes before the tape was 

erfect. 
be The studio session was recorded by BBC reporter Alan McKay and his camera crew and 
was shown the following night on Reporting Scotland. But even as it was being broadcast a 
party of 32 players, directors and friends were winding their way south to Birmingham to 
perform the song live on Pebble Mill.

‘Promotion on the field is still our primary concern but promotion off the field is also 
important,’ continued Mr Morgan. ‘This was too good an opportunity to miss and 
guaranteed the Pars nationwide publicity for perhaps the first time in many years. There was 
very little time to make all the arrangements and up until the moment our Rennies coach left 
East End Park both manager Jim Leishman and myself were still tying up the final details.’

After leaving Dunfermline the luxury coach travelled to Edinburgh and Hamilton to pick 
up players before setting off on the journey south. The light-hearted video films were 
interrupted at regular intervals by rehearsals of the song to ensure that everything would be 
perfect the following day. 

The ‘Team’ bus arrived at the St John’s Swallow Hotel in Solihull shortly ater 11.30 p.m. 
and after a few light refreshments — and several unscheduled rehearsals which the locals 
voted a hit — it was off to bed for a comparatively early night. 

The equally early rise came as a shock to a few the next morning and after a light breakfast 
it was off to the famous Pebble Mill studios in the centre of Birmingham. Along the route the 
late rush hour traffic was treated to yet more rehearsals. 

At Pebble Mill the party was met by the show’s producer who put everyone at ease. The 
budding stars were shown into dressing room 13 —a cause for some concern among the more 
nervous considering it was also February 13th! 

But any thoughts of impending disasters were quickly dispelled with the arrival of the 
Umbro rep with the strips which will become a familiar sight at East End Park from next 
season. Their first public showing was on the show. 

By this time some of the players were getting the wind up but the arrival of presenter Paul 
Coia soon cleared the air. 

‘He laughed and joked with us all and very soon all the nerves were forgotten,’ explained 
Jim Leishman. ‘Then he happened to mention that we would be singing in front of a viewing 
audience of some 3.2 million people!’ 

Then it was time for more rehearsals with slight alterations having to be made to the music 
provided for the excellent Pebble Mill musicians. After a quick session in the make-up 
department it was back into the studio for the actual show. The programme was introduced 
by Paul Coia surrounded by the team; everyone was then ushered off stage while the other 


stars did their sessions. 
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‘We provided the finale with the song itself,’ continued Jim. ‘I was amazed just how 
smoothly everything went and I was very proud of my ‘team’. 

‘Pebble Mill were delighted with the way things worked out and the club made many 
friends among those involved with us throughout the trip.’ After a visit to the hospitality 
lounge it was back on the bus for the long journey home — but there was no rest for the 
wicked. 

Aston Villa manager Graham Turner had kindly agreed to give the team the use of the 
club’s training facilities just outside Birmingham where he joined Gregor Abel, Jim 
Leishman and Joe Nelson in a gruelling session.

With the beginning of March came the news that Bobby Wilson who had recently lost the 
manager’s job with Raith Rovers had been appointed as chief scout, He replaced And 
Young who had retired earlier in the season. Bobby would have four scouts working for him 
and he would also help in other aspects behind the scenes. 

While Dunfermline’s fixtures were being badly disrupted by the weather their main rivals 
had been more fortunate and by the time normal service was resumed on 5 March Queen of 
the South had gone four points clear at the top. But the Palmerston men had played two 
more games than the Pars; and while third placed Queen’s Park were now only ae points 


behind the Athletic they had played five more games than the Fif

Central Park, Cowdenbeath, was the venue for the 5 March game when, on a wet, windy 
night, Dunfermline met their local rivals under the lights to try to re-establish their 
promotion — and Championship — claims. This was Cowden’s first home game since 30 
November but Dunfermline gave them no chance of restarting with a win when the visitors 
scored the only goal of the match. Jim Leishman said after the game: ‘It was a great result 
away from home especially when you consider that we had to play in a raging gale; and when 
you remember that we have not played for a few weeks the result looks even better.’ The 
Pars were back at Central Park again only 10 days later to repeat the performance, this time 
by two goals to nil. 

March meant a lot of overtime for the Dunfermline players. By the time they met Albion 
Rovers on the last day of the month they had already played seven matches. In addition to 
the two games at Cowdenbeath the Pars had travelled to Stenhousemuir (1-1) and 
Meadowbank (2-2), meeting Queen’s Park (0-0), Arbroath (0-0) and Stranraer (4-1) at 
home. The game at Ochilview saw nineteen-year-old Gordon Connelly (signed from Burnley 
in 1985) make his first-team debut and the point won was the first brought back from 
Stenhousemuir for quite some time, the previous three visits all ending in defeat. This match 
saw a “Muir player sent off and the Meadowbank game too was marked by controversy. 
Referee Brian McGinlay, in one of his last matches before adverse publicity outside the 
world of football led to his resignation, chalked off an Ian Campbell ‘goal’ saying that it had 
not crossed the line. John Watson sustained an injury to his shoulder during this match and 
at first it was feared he would be ruled out for the rest of the season; but with the help of club 
physio Philip Yeates and a lot of strapping he was able to continue. 

These results meant that Dunfermline and Queen of the South closely contested the top 
spot with first one, then the other, taking over pole position as they played off their 


postponed matches. 
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Such were the lengths of the delays, however, that the afore-mentioned meeting with 
Albion Rovers was not played until 31 March (it had been scheduled for 8 February) and 
even then it had to be played at Broomfield, home of Airdrieonians F.C. This unusual step 
was taken since the Albion ground, Cliftonhill Stadium in Coatbridge, was the subject of an 
850 ground limit imposed by the Scottish League and the Pars travelling support was now 
regularly in excess of 1000! A programme seller outside Broomfield was heard to ask ‘Is 
there nobody left in Dunfermline tonight?’ as he was swamped by Dunfermline fans. The 
travelling support were not disappointed as their team ran out 3) winners against an Albion 
side unbeaten in their previous seven outings. This result saw the Pars take over top slot by a 
single point but they still had a game in hand over Queen of the South. 

The Pars record of the ‘EastEnders’ theme was released on 22 March amid amazing scenes 
as fans fought to buy copies. The disc went on to sell some 4000 copies and was voted a 
tremendous public relations success by director-writer Blair Morgan.

Dunfermline took to the field without 
stalwart Norrie McCathie who was starting a two match suspension and a crowd of 5150, the

Edinburgh to meet Meadowbank the following Tuesday night. sprees 
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On paper no one had any reason to worry about this fixture since Meadowbank had failed 
to beat Dunfermline in any of their previous eleven league games. But nothing is certain in 
the world of football and perhaps the Pars should have realised that this was not to be their 
day when keeper Ian Westwater had to drop out on the morning of the game. With second 
team goalkeeper Hugh Whyte in Majorca on holiday and no one able to contact third choice 
Robbie McGregor a frantic search began to find an experienced replacement. Jim Leishman 
eventually managed to secure the services of Dundee United veteran Hamish McAlpine and 
all appeared to be right with the world. The euphoria was to be short-lived as Meadowbank 
attacked with wild abandon forcing Dunfermline back on their heels en route to a 4-0 rout. 
Two games lost in four days of a season which had only seen three defeats! 

To make matters worse Queen of the South travelled through to Kirkcaldy the following 
night to inflict defeat on Raith Rovers and to open up a three point gap at the top of the 
Second Division although the Pars did have a game in hand. 

A clear-the-air meeting had to be held after training on 10 April to discuss the results of 
the last two games and it was hoped that the team could immediately get back on the rails. 
Behind the scenes midfielder Steve Morrison had announced that he was going to Australia 
to take part in their football season but while far from happy with this news Leishman said 
the club would bear no grudges when the player returned for the following year’s campaign. 

Winning ways did return on 12 April when Dunfermline beat Albion Rovers (4-0) for the 
third time in the season. In these three meetings Dunfermline had scored no fewer than 13. 
times without reply from the team managed by former Lisbon Lion Tommy Gemmell. John 
Watson’s second goal in this game was his 50th for Dunfermline in league and cup 
competitions. John was only the second Pars player to reach this milestone in ten years, the 
other being ex-striker Sandy McNaughton. 

But with Q.O.S. beating East Stirling the position at the top remained unchanged with 
only three weeks of the season remaining. Barking at the heels of the top two teams were still 
others just waiting for a slip-up and the chance to improve their own positions in the race for 
promotion. 

Wednesday, 16 April, saw Dunfermline take on St Johnstone under the lights at East End 
Park in a match which would bring the Pars level with Q.O.S. on games played. The Athletic 
won convincingly by four goals to nil in a repeat of the scoreline when the two teams had met 
earlier in the season; but this time there was no rough-house. When J ohn Watson scored the 
third goal of the night it took his total for the season to 30; as the first player in Scotland to 
reach this target he won the Daily Record Golden Shot Award and with it a special trophy — 
not to mention several bottles of champagne! 

Only one point now separated the top two teams (Queen of the South 51, Dunfermline 
Athletic 50) with only five games to play. Queen’s Park were now the only other real 
challengers for a promotion place. 

With a move up seeming likely Dunfermline were being linked with players said to be 
potential signings to strengthen the team for First Division football. At the same time Pars 
players themselves were the subject of transfer speculation and Norrie McCathie had to deny 
rumours that he would be leaving East End. 

Dunfermline met East Stirling at home on 19 April with Q.O.S. travelling to Gayfield to 
play Arbroath. The top two both won with the Pars again slotting home four goals without 
reply. Each goal was wildly acclaimed but the shouts were whispers compared to the roar 
which met a tannoy announcement at the end of the game. 

The half-time score from Hampden Park had been Queen’s Park 0 Cowdenbeath 1 and the 
fans knew that if it stayed that way then the Pars were up. The announcement at full-time 
was eagerly awaited but never audibly completed! ‘Queen’s Park 0 Cowden . . .’ was 
drowned 
out in the tumultuous roar which erupted as the promotion dream became a reality. 

The wait was over; fans young and old raced on to the park. The players ran for the 
dressing room but many did not make it, being swamped by celebrating supporters. The 
disappointment of the previous season was forgotten. This time there was no mix-up. 
Everyone could now make plans for trips to grounds which would be new to some younger 
travelling supporters; Brechin instead of Berwick, Morton for Meadowbank and Airdrie 


instead of Alloa. ;

Watters said: “The last few weeks seem to have taken forever but the job is still not finished; 
we are looking forward to going up as champions.’ Long-serving Jim ‘Ziggy’ Bowie 
commented: ‘It is tremendous but the boys deserved it; you cannot really believe it when it 
happens but it is a magnificent feeling.’ Goalkeeper Ian Westwater who had done so much 
throughout the season added: ‘This is my first full season with the club and I have enjoyed 
every minute of it; it is also my first real taste of success in the game but that is all due to the 
hard work of everybody involved here at East End Park.’ 

The Hampden result also meant that Queen of the South were promoted too and so with 
only four games to play the main prize was still to be won. The Championship itself still had 
to be settled and the Doonhammers were still one point ahead. But confidence at East End 
was at an all-time high with three wins — and 12 goals without counter — on the trot. 
Dunfermline’s next match was to be against Arbroath at East End on 22 April while the 
same evening Q.O.S. travelled to Annfield to meet Stirling Albion. 

A crowd approaching 3000 filled the East End terracing for the game against the Lichties. 
Perhaps not surprisingly the Pars started nervously and it took an own goal to break the 
deadlock in their favour. A second goal from Davie Young against his former team-mates 
completed the scoring but the important thing was the result; two more valuable points were 
in the title bag. The Athletic were back in pole position with a one-point advantage for the 
Annfield scoreline was Stirling Albion 3 Queen of the South 1! Suddenly everything looked 
like falling into place but it was still too early to start celebrating in earnest. Both teams still 
had three games to play. The next Dunfermline game was to take place on 26 April, a date 
well-known to Pars historians. They would meet Berwick at Shielfield Park exactly 25 years 
to the day Dunfermline had won their first Scottish Cup (coincidentally that year’s Cup run 


had also begun at the Berwick ground). The same afternoon Q.O.S. would play bottom of 
the league Stranraer at Dumfries. 


Approximately 1000 supporters travelled south to boost the Berwick club’s normal couple 
of hundred gate and after another nervous opening spell the Pars settled down with goals 
from John Watson, Ian Campbell (2) and a rare strike from Davie Moyes against his first 
senior club, giving the Champions-elect yet another 4-0 victory. The second of Ian 
Campbell’s goals was Dunfermline’s 100th league and cup goal of the season and brought 
another award from the Daily Record as the first team to reach the century mark. And there 
was more good news from Dumfries: Queen of the South 1 Stranraer 2! 

The Pars were now three points ahead and only three hours away from the Championship. 
Even the Berwick bobbies were smiling as the visiting fans danced on the track and sang 
chorus after chorus of the EastEnders anthem. 
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But in spite of the excitement no one could forget the two games which remained, hurdles 
which had to be overcome to make the title a certainty. One win might be enough but 
everyone involved at East End Park was determined there would be no slip-ups. 


A special dinner-dance was held at East End Park to mark the 25th anniversary of the 
club’s first ever Scottish Cup success and the evening, organised by the Paragon Club, was 
attended by no fewer than nine members of the winning team. 

Both Dunfermline and their rivals from Dumfries were to play their last midweek game of 
the current campaign on 29 April. By coincidence both travelled over the Kincardine Bridge 
that night, Dunfermline to Ochilview and Q.O.S. to Cowdenbeath. A shock for the 
Dunfermline fans was the absence of Davie Young from the centre of defence. His place was 
taken by Bobby Robertson who, coincidentally, had taken over as centre-half from an 
injured John Salton seven years earlier when a 1-1 draw against Falkirk had secured 
Dunfermline’s promotion to the First Division that season. A crowd of 2600 gave 
Stenhousemuir their biggest gate in many years and yet again the nerves were showing as 
Dunfermline struggled through a goal-less first half. Their nerves were not helped with the 
half-time score from Central Park; Cowdenbeath 1 Queen of the South 3. The second half at 
Ochilview also failed to provide any goals and there was an air of disappointment when 
referee George Cumming from Carluke blew for timeup. The visiting supporters were 
slightly deflated thinking that their west coast rivals must surely have won. 


Then Jim Leishman was spotted running towards Ian Westwater, his arms spread wide. 
The rest of the Dunfermline backroom staff were sprinting on to the park. Then the tannoy 
crackled into life. The fans waited. The important message from the announcer concerned 
someone’s lost car keys. Then, almost as an afterthought he added: “By the way, I have a 
final score which might be of interest; Cowdenbeath 3 Queen of the South 3’. The Pars were 
Champions of the Second Division! 

The Ochilview pitch suddenly became swamped by a sea of bodies. Players, officials and 
fans all joined in the celebrations, a mixture of ecstacy and relief that it was all over. This was 
the club’s first league title in sixty years and only the second-ever title win in their proud 
history. What a way to start their second century! From somewhere Jim Leishman even 
produced a scarf proclaiming the Championship. 

Back in Dunfermline the celebrations were already underway. Horns were being blasted 
Mexican-style and pubs and hotels were filling up with fans eager to toast their team’s 
success. The team headed back to East End where the celebrations in the Paragon Club went 
on until the early hours of the following morning. Nobody seemed to care that there was a 
game to be played the following weekend. And while the party was in full swing a bus pulled 
up outside the ground in Halbeath Road. 

The bus contained the Queen of the South officials and players making their way home 
from Cowdenbeath. Bitterly disappointed as they were the group climbed the stairs into the 
Paragon to offer their sincere congratulations to their Dunfermline counterparts. A 
tremendous display of sportsmanship! 

(Incidentally, Cowdenbeath’s third goal had been scored with only two minutes left on the 
clock — the scorer was ex-Par Davie Wilcox.) 

The last Saturday of the season saw the Pars travel through to meet Stirling Albion and for 
the first time in two seasons the result was really of no consequence for the club. Before 
leaving for Annfield there had been remarkable scenes in Dunfermline’s Co-op Sports Shop 
when the new strip to be worn by the Pars in the First Division went on sale for the first time. 
The complete stock of 1500 shirts was sold by mid-day as Jim Leishman, players and 
coaching staff were on hand to sign autographs and to hand out gifts. Leish later commented: 
‘I have never seen anything like it; it was just wall-to-wall Dunfermline fans. 

The following day Dunfermline met East Fife in the semi-final of the Fife Cup. East Fife 
eventually progressed on penalties but the highlight of the afternoon was the presentation of 
the Fine Fare Second Division Championship Trophy to Dunfermline. The Cup was handed 
over to club captain Bobby Robertson by Mr Eric Mitchell, Cowdenbeath FC chairman and 
a member of the Scottish League Management Committee. Each player received his medal 
and the trophy was paraded round the ground along with the season’s other silverware (the 
Centenary Cup and the five-a-side trophy won at Meadowbank). The team received a 


standing ovation.

The season was over, but what a year it had been. Now the club set th 


e Premier League in 
their sights! 
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Season 1986/87 — Scottish First Division 


After winning the Fine Fare Scottish League Second Division Championship Trophy and 
Flag the season’s customary free transfer list was drawn up by Jim Leishman. Never a happy 
task for a manager. The unlucky players released from East End were Davie Houston, Ian 
Pryde, Gordon Wilson (all of whom had featured at some stage of the league campaign just 
ended) and Willie McGinlay. Willie Callaghan, son of the famous ex-Par of the same name, 
was put on the open-to-transfer list, subsequently freed and later joined Kelty Juveniles. 
Provisional signings Peter Pryde and Robin McGregor were also told that they would not 
now be called up. 

There remained a retained list of 19 players and plans were drawn up to enlarge and 
strengthen the pool for the new challenges on the horizon in the middle echelon of Scottish 
League football. 

Off the park figures released by the football authorities revealed that Dunfermline had 
been the best supported club outside the Premier League. The 19 home league matches and 
the Skol League Cup match against Stenhousemuir had been watched by a total of 57,158! 
This was 20,000 more than the next best supported team in the Second Division — Queen of 
the South — and nearly 10,000 more than the best in the First Division — League Champions 
Hamilton Academical. 

The team strengthening began in earnest at the end of May 1986, when manager Leishman 
brought several new faces to East End, two of whom seemed certain to book regular first 
team places. Striker Eric Ferguson (21) was signed on a free from Rangers and another 21- 
year-old, Ian McCall, signed from the Second Division amateur side Queen’s Park. Both 
joined Dunfermline in the face of strong competition from several other clubs on both sides 
of the border. 

Ferguson, a native of Kincardine-on-Forth, had spent five years at Ibrox but during that 
time had spent time on loan to Clydebank and Southampton. McCall came to East End after 
more than two years at Hampden and had just returned from a tournament in Germany 
where the amateurs from Glasgow had inflicted defeats on Fortuna Dusseldorf and Ujpesti 
Dozsa to win the competition. The Pars’ latest signing had lifted the Player of the 
Tournament Award. 

Two seventeen-year-olds, Graeme Davidson and Stuart Grant, were also signed. 

During the month of June the football spotlight was firmly on Mexico where ex- 
Dunfermline striker Alex Ferguson, then manager of Aberdeen FC, was in charge of the 
Scottish team with high hopes in the 13th World Cup Tournament. 

Mr Ferguson had succeeded the late Jock Stein at the national helm on a part-time basis. 

The following month pre-season preparations began in earnest at East End Park. Manager 
Leishman was poised to sign a two-year contract which he described as ‘smashing’.»‘It is 
fantastic to be offered such an opportunity by the club I have always supported,’ he said. 
‘When I took the manager’s position I promised that I would never cheat the club; if I was 
not good enough I would not keep the job. The same situation will still apply even after I 
sign this contract. Dunfermline Athletic must always come before Jim Leishman.’ o

which started on July 3. Visits to nearby Pettycur Sands on the Fife shores of the River Forth 
and Portobello south of the river were hardly picnics and an outing to the famous Gleneagles 
Hotel in Perthshire did not allow for mixing pleasure with business. After a particularly 
tortuous training run in Blairadam Forest near Kelty Leish quipped: ‘It’s murder — I feel 
sorry for them.’ 

On July 8 Grant Reid was signed from Stenhousemuir for a four-figure sum. The twenty- 
two-year-old, 6 ft 1 in centre-half put his name to a two-year contract. Reid had experience 
with Norwich City and Morton behind him before signing for the Warriors in 1983. Known 
as a long-throw expert and good in the air Reid said: ‘I could not be more pleased; the 
Athletic are a big club with First Division status and a great support.’ 

As one player joined the staff another moved on. Ian Gordon (25) who had joined the 
Pars in 1984 from Airdrie moved to Raith Rovers for a fee of £3000. Gordon had made 26 
first team appearances during his time at East End. 

A friendly was played, and lost 2-1 to Hearts, in the unlikely setting of Glenrothes as part 
of the pre-season build up. Even more unusual was the game’s three half hour periods with 
changes in line-up at the end of each period. The teams’ home grounds, East End Park and 
Tynecastle, were being prepared for the new season hence the chosen venue. 

Elsewhere the Pars starred in the annual Musselburgh S—a-side tournament losing in the 
final to Rangers. And at the end of July in their first competitive match since the end of the 
last season the Athletic inflicted a SO defeat on Cowdenbeath in the first round of the Fife 
Cup. The Dunfermline team that day included their latest signing, John Waddell from 
Dundee. At 6 ft 3 in he had the distinction of having been the tallest player in the Premier 
League. 

The Fife Cup competition had taken on a new format in 1986 with both semi-final and the 
final all being played over the one weekend. All the games took place at Stark’s Park in 
Kirkcaldy and the tournament was sponsored by Alex Penman (Builders) Ltd. of Kirkcaldy. 
The Pars lost their semi-final to East Fife by the only goal of the game and in turn the men 
from Methil lost 3-1 to Raith Rovers in the final.

The Pars boss made the first of his forecasts for the new season when he said: ‘I will be 
happy to consolidate our position this year, you will not catch me promising miracles but I 
am sure we will cause a few upsets and will let other teams know just who we are.’ 

A boost for the club was the news that Ian Westwater and Norrie McCathie were signing 
new 3-year contracts and John Watson was reported to be on the brink of doing the same. 
Davie Young, Trevor Smith and Grant Jenkins had still to put pen to paper but were thought 
to be happy with the terms being offered. The only stumbling blocks were signing-on fees. 

At a board meeting on July 28 a boardroom reshuffle was confirmed with Mr William 
Rennie assuming the Chairman’s position when Mr Jimmy Watters stepped down on health 
grounds. Mr William Braisby took over the vice-chairman’s mantle from Mr Rennie. The 
new chairman commented: ‘We are running a big operation here at East End Park and it will 
mean a lot of hard work.’ 

On the eve of the new season the Jock Stein Lounge was opened. Situated under the stand 
it was announced that the new lounge was to be used as part of the hospitality facilities 
provided by the club. 

Leish appealed to the fans to be patient in order to give the team a chance to consolidate 
their First Division position while predicting that the Pars would ’do quite well although I am 
not saying we will win anything’. 

This was thought more credible than the ideas of a newly-established ‘think tank’ 
consisting of people deeply involved in the local business community. Their proposal to 
move the club to Pitreavie playing fields on the south side of the town with East End Park « 
being developed for housing or industrial purposes met with little support. While 
acknowledging the possible advantages of such a move the Dunfermline Board only 
committed themselves to talks at some future date if the plans persisted. 

Meanwhile the plans for the forthcoming season were well in hand. For their last warm-up 
game before the official season kicked off the Pars faced Aberdeen in a re-run of the 
previous year’s Centenary Game. On this occasion Dunfermline could not repeat their 
victory over the Dons but only failed to do so when the visitors scored a late equaliser with

just two minutes to go. The Athletic had been 2-up at half-time only to see Alex Ferguson’s 
side stage a frantic fight-back culminating in that late equaliser. 

The long-awaited First Division baptism finally came on August 9 with Henry Hall’s 
Forfar Athletic providing the opposition at East End. The Sky Blues had just failed to win a 
Premier League place the previous season and would be a hard nut to crack. Prior to the 
kick-off Dunfermline Provost Robert Mill unfurled the Second Division Championship flag 
to wild acclaim from the packed home terracings. The visitors applauded Dunfermline on to 
the park but proved to be stiff opponents shortly afterwards. It took a hotly disputed John 
Watson goal — Forfar claimed their keeper Stewart Kennedy had been fouled — to secure 
both points for Dunfermline but the Pars were off to a winning start. 

The following week saw Dunfermline travel west on two occasions. On August 13 they 
played Dumbarton at Boghead and three days later met Morton at Cappielow. Morton had 
been installed as 7/2 favourites to win the First Division title, Dumbarton were second 
favourites at 11/2 and the Athletic were next in the bookmakers’ listing at 8/1. 

Dunfermline won both these games by a 1-0 scoreline and after three games found 
themselves sitting happily at the top of the league. As Leishman had earlier predicted other 
teams were already getting to know who Dunfermline Athletic were. 

Having received a bye in the first round of the 1986 Skol League Cup the Athletic’s first 
outing in this competition was against St. Mirren. The match took place at East End Park on 
August 20 in front of a 6,161 crowd. Dunfermline were hotly tipped to cause an upset but 
elementary mistakes in defence gifted two goals to the Buddies. An unfortunate aspect to 
this game on top of the 2-0 defeat was a ham-string injury picked up by right-back Bobby 
Robertson which was expected to keep the club captain out for several weeks. 

The Cup out of the way it was back to league business the following Saturday with Clyde 
visiting East End. Two quick goals from Ian McCall — his first for Dunfermline — and John 
Watson killed off the opposition. After four games without defeat the Pars could boast 8 


points, 5 goals for and none against. They were still top of the league, two points clear of 
Airdrie in second spot.

The second string had also started their reserve league campaign in winning ways with 
three straight wins. 

With the first team having something akin to a dream start the town was buzzing with 
anticipation for the visit from local rivals East Fife. Just before the men from Methil came to 
East End on the last Saturday in August Dunfermline announced that they had entered a 
three-year sponsorship agreement with Aluglaze, the Glenrothes-based double-glazing 
company. 

The Bayview boys had got off to the worst possible start to their own season with only 
three draws from their four games. Dunfermline were predicted easy winners but as so often 
happens in local derby matches the form book went out of the window. By half-time East 
Fife were 3-0 up and Jim Leishman was booked at the interval for protesting to the referee 
about an earlier booking incident. The second half saw the Methil men add a fourth before 
counters from Morrison and Watson put a better complexion on the score-line. This defeat 
cost the Pars their top spot to Airdrie on goal difference. 

The only good news for the fans that day had been the confirmation that Grant Jenkins 
had settled his differences and had signed on until the end of the season. 

An indication of the club’s support came with the news that a Federation of Dunfermline 
Supporters Clubs was to be formed which would help to protect fans’ interests and hopefully 
secure more efficient travelling arrangements.

On the first Saturday of September Dunfermline travelled to Kilmarnock for their first 
league meeting with the Ayrshire team since March 1982. It was important for Leishman’s 
Lions to get back on the winning trail as quickly as possible in order not to lose momentum in 
their promotion push. John Waddell making his league debut at right-back for the Fifers was 
shown the red card after just 26 minutes and just before the break Dunfermline lost a goal 
which equalised an opener from Jenkins. But the ten-men Pars lead was restored four 
minutes from time through a Bobby Forrest strike and the game ended 2-1 in the Athletic’s 
favour. 
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On the same weekend that the first team had travelled to Ayrshire Dunfermline’s recently 
formed youth team, consisting mainly of youngsters signed up under the Government’s 
Youth Training Scheme went north to Inverness to take part in the Highland town’s 
prestigious youth tournament. The Fife youngsters reached the final with victories over the 
home team and Augsburg from Germany. Celtic provided the opposition in the closely 
contested final which an injury-hit Dunfermline lost by the only goal of the game. 

Back in Fife confidence was restored after the win at Rugby Park and the team was 
optimistic about further wins in their next two matches away at Brechin City followed by 
Partick Thistle at home. 

At Glebe Park an early goal from Brechin spurred on the visitors from Fife who found the 
back of the net four times (two from midfielder Ian Heddle) before the final whistle. The . 
following Tuesday the Jags travelled east to Dunfermline for a game later described as being 
‘a poor match with a good result for the Pars’ as the Fifers scored twice without counter. 
Grant Jenkins scored first, the second being an own goal from Partick’s John Donnelly. 
Exactly a week later that same John Donnelly was signed by Jim Leishman. Two years 
earlier manager Leishman had tried unsuccessfully to get the 25-year-old left-sided 
midfielder’s signature while he was on the books of Leeds United. He joined his latest club 
just as they had leap-frogged Airdrie back into pole position. 

A sign of the team’s growing support came with the news that the newly-introduced match 
sponsorship scheme where businesses could bring guests into the ground for a pre-match 
meal followed by a first class view of their chosen game had been well-met. 

On September 20 Dunfermline travelled south to Dumfries to renew acquaintances with 
their fellow promotion rivals of the previous season. After Q.O.S. went in front through an 
early penalty goalkeeper Ian Westwater put up the shutters with a superb display with a 
second-half rocket from Steve Morrison earning the Pars a point. 

Showing that they were not to be outdone the Dunfermline Reserves had had an even 
better start to their season with seven straight wins. This run came to an end at Central Park, 
Cowdenbeath, however, on October 1 when they lost 4-3, fighting back from a 4-1 scoreline 
with just five minutes to play. 

The East Enders played two more games before the end of September. Both were at home 
and three more points were in the bag before the first quarter of the 44-match season was 
completed. In the first of the two games the Pars played host to Airdrie who had once more 
gone to the top of the First Division. The visitors gave nothing away in a 0-0 draw in front of 
a 6,000 crowd. 

On the last day of the month Montrose came south to East End. Their journey was 
pointless in more ways than one when a classic John Watson goal put the ball beyond the 
reach of goalkeeper Ray Charles and the game beyond the reach of his team. Charles’ 
opposite number in this game was Hugh Whyte making a reappearance between the sticks 
for the first time since March 23, 1985. Regular first choice goalkeeper Ilan Westwater was 
suffering from a pelvic ligament injury. 

The success story at East End Park was beginning to attract attention from other quarters, 
however, with representatives from Crystal Palace, Spurs, Luton, Hibs, Hearts, Motherwell 
and Dundee on the lookout for players at the Montrose meeting! 

The result saw a 2-point gap open above Airdrie and the earlier talk of consolidation was 
rapidly becoming one of promotion, at least in the eyes of the ever-optimistic fans. . 

October started with a point won in a six-goal thriller at Forfar, Noirie McCathie grabbing 
a late equalizer. Grant Reid suffered a broken nose in this match which subsequently 
required an operation. 

Dumbarton at home and Clyde away saw promotion hopes take a tumble with two 
consecutive defeats, both by the only goal of the game. Jim Leishman responded with a 
promise to get the players back working again but said he felt that in some ways the defeats 
had eased the pressures on the side. 

But faith in the players was indicated when the Board announced that plans were being 
laid to offer full-time contracts to the playing staff. Those taking up the offer would join the 
YTS youngsters already working full-time at the ground and manager Leishman said he 
hoped it would lead to a pool of about 18 players. It was also announced that the Big Man 
himself had been offered a two year contract as full-time manager! Chairman Mel Rennie

commented: ‘Because of the terrific build-up at East End Park and the extra football 
business which our manager has had to deal with we believe the only course open to us is to 
appoint Jim as our full-time manager; we feel that this is an important step in the right 
direction; if the opportunity of playing in the Premier League should arise it will be grasped 
with eager hands.’ The decision to go full-time was thought likely to cost the club in the 
region of £250,000 per year once it was fully operational. 

Someone obviously felt that the manager deserved even greater promotion when they 
chalked a message on a board at the town’s new eastern link road which read: ‘Leishman for 
Prime Minister’! The man was not so popular with the referee’s Committee, however. They 
banned him from sitting in the dugout until the end of the season, gave him a severe censure 
and a fine of £200 following a booking and an ‘ordering off’. 

On October 18 Dunfermline faced Morton at East End Park. The Greenock side who had 
started the season as championship favourites were lying just outside the top four in the 
promotion race. Dunfermline were currently second. With Bobby Robertson back in the 
side to help steady the home defence it took John Donnelly’s first goal for his new club to 
equalize an earlier Morton goal and to earn a share of the points. 

Dumbarton had now taken over at the top of the table and Dunfermline were quick to 
realise they needed a good series of results to put pressure on the other contenders. They 
would start the following week when Brechin City came to East End. Brechin went back 
north after a 4) drubbing which had seen Eric Ferguson open his league scoring account for 
Dunfermline. Gordon Connelly became the twenty-second player to pull on a Pars shirt this 
season and played well in the game which restored his team at the top of the league, 
Dumbarton losing away at Montrose. That lead was to be stretched to three points with 1-0 
wins over Partick Thistle at Firhill and Kilmarnock at East End Park. 

On the player front it was announced that Steve Morrison, John Donnelly, Ian McCall, 
John Waddell, Gordon Connelly, Raymond Sharp and Ronnie Findlay were signing full- 
time contracts with John Waddell’s wages being partly paid from EEC funds as a 
consequence of his involvement in a community coaching project in Edinburgh.

Behind the scenes the position of commercial consultant was filled by Australian Karen 
Grega who had been involved with football Down Under for some 14 years as a player, 
referee, a full-time club administrator and a publicity officer! 

The Pars next league encounter was against East Fife at Bayview, the Pars never having 
won there since 1973. The Methil men were to extend this run with a 2-1 win in a match 
which saw left-back Bobby Forrest suffer a fractured pelvis. More galling from the Pars point 
of view was the fact that East Fife had now defeated them four times in six months — twice in 
the Fife Cup and twice in league fixtures. 

That same weekend Scotsport’s reporter Ian Archer caused Dunfermline hearts to flutter 
with his suggestion that Leish ‘could be offered the manager’s job at Aberdeen’ following the 
departure of Alex Ferguson for Manchester United. 

On November 15 Dunfermline faced Queen of the South at East End and got off to the 
best possible start when John Watson found the back of the net after just 90 seconds! But 
celebrations were short-lived as the visitors went ahead with a brace from Tommy Bryce. Up 
popped Eric Ferguson however with just 15 minutes left on the clock to see the game end all- 
square. 

Jim Leishman’s name was now being linked with the vacant manager’s position at Easter 
Road after John Blackley’s departure and it was also reported that a Second Division outfit 
were interested in having Leish at their helm. Nothing came of any of these stories, however, 


as was the case with the report that Gregor Abel was to move to Aberdeen as assistant to 
their newly-appointed manager, Fifer Ian Porterfield.

The reserves continued their good form with only the odd result going against them and 
were subsequently declared winners of the Scottish Reserve League East — only for the rules 
to be changed (and not for the last time this season). Their season was unexpectedly 
extended into the new year which meant they faced a further seven matches in their attempt 
to get among the silverware. 

Meanwhile the big team reserved possibly their worst display of the season for the visit to 
Airdrie on November 22. It was a day of strong winds and heavy rain which made it even 
more ironic that it was an Airdrie player by the name of Flood who created havoc among the 
visiting defence. The Diamonds ran out easy 3-0 winners costing Dunfermline the leadership 
of the league on goal difference to Dumbarton (Pars +10, the Sons + ys 

The following Saturday saw the league programme reach the halfway stage and a solid 
victory by two goals without reply at Montrose saw the Athletic leap-frog back into top slot 
with 29 points from 22 games. The second quarter of the season had yielded only eleven 
points but with other teams slipping little ground, if any, had been lost. 

With the club’s annual general meeting pending it was announced that the Athletic had 
incurred a net loss of £20,694 compared to a net loss of £8.470 the previous season. The 
directors were reported to consider the situation satisfactory bearing in mind the giant steps 
forward during the intervening 12 months. Behind the scenes a video cassette entitled 
‘Dunfermline Athletic — The Golden Years’ was produced. It was composed of excerpts . 
from television film footage of many of the memorable games of the 1960’s together with 
interesting interviews (filmed by Douglas Scott, co-author of ‘Black and White Magic’, the 
book about those halcyon days) with several of the stars*who proudly wore the famous 
colours during that period. 

On the first Saturday of December Dunfermline got the third term of their league 
programme underway when Forfar Athletic came to visit. Yet again both goalkeepers 
excelled themselves but in the end the Pars power carried them through thanks to goals from 
Watson and Morrison. The attitude of the players was confirmed when Watson, Robertson 


and Forrest all played an important role in the proceedings, determined to play in spite of a 
flu virus.

The following Saturday the Athletic met Dumbarton in front of 4000 supporters at 
Boghead. Dunfermline went in front through Ian McCall after just 9 minutes but the home 
side hit back with an equaliser just short of the break. Nine minutes from time Norrie 
McCathie, scorer of so many important goals throughout this season, popped up to nod 
home a late winner. This loss was only Dumbarton’s second defeat in the league at home in 
this season to date, the only other defeat also being at the hands of Dunfermline on August 
13! 

On the transfer front reports from rumour control once more placed John Watson and 
McCathie in the frame. Norrie McCathie scotched the rumours with an announcement that 
he had no burning ambition to move on to a bigger club and while it was reported that a bid 
of £60,000 had been received for Watson from Crystal Palace it was stated quite firmly that 
he would not be leaving East End Park. 

Two players were on the move, however, Ian Heddle signed for St Johnstone (£5000) on 
December 15 and John Waddell was released. He subsequently signed for Stenhousemuir. 

With 1986 drawing to a close attention began to focus on the New Year and the plans for 
the overall future of the club. It was announced that new floodlights were tobe installed 
during the close season. They were to be erected on the roofs of the stand and the north 
enclosure replacing the former pylons which have for so long been a landmark in the town. 
New turnstiles were to be built at the town end of the ground. This was said to be the oldest 
part of the present East End Park. It was also said that work would be carried out on the 
pitch during the summer of 1987. All this work was scheduled to begin at the conclusion of 
the Four Nations Semi-Professional Tournament which was to be played in Fife at the end of 
May featuring teams from Scotland, England, Holland and Italy. 

Great news — and confirmation of the fans beliefs — was to come later when it was 
announced that Watson and McCathie were named in the pool by Scotland team boss Craig 
Brown with club physiotherapist Philip Yeates joining the backroom boys. 

A further announcement concerned the appointment of 33-year-old Ian Campbell as 
player-coach. Ian would be assisting Gregor Abel with the first team and would also help 
with the reserves and youth players. Jim Leishman said: ‘Ian has set himself incredibly high

standards over the years and he has won the admiration of many managers; I expect him to 
bring his own opinions to the job.’ One of his first official coaching duties concerned the 
course run over the Christmas holiday period involving upwards of 100 youngsters from the 
Centenary Club and ‘S’-form signings. 

Back on league business Dunfermline travelled to Greenock to meet second-placed 
Morton on December 27 without striker John Watson who was missing through suspension. 
Appropriately for the time of year the game turned out to be a real cracker with a goal from 
McCathie in the dying seconds earning Dunfermline a point against 10-man Morton, Doak 
having been sent off in 78 minutes. 

These last two games of 1986 made many people through in the west sit up and take 
notice. In his traditional New Year message chairman Mel Rennie said that Dunfermline was 
a big club with ambitions to match. ‘Our sights are set very high and everyone at the club 
works very hard to try to ensure success,’ he said. 

As preparations were being made for the return of East Fife to East End on January 1, 
1987, the league table showed Dunfermline to be in top spot with a four point cushion over 
three teams — Morton, Dumbarton and that day’s visitors from Methil — who were all sitting 
on the 30 point mark. 

The Ne’erday game saw almost 5000 fans turn out for what should have been a thrilling 
game. Instead they were treated to something of a pantomime! The decision to allow the 
game to go ahead came as something of a surprise; apart from the bitterly cold conditions 
there was driving snow and inches of water and mud to contend with on the park. In all seven 
players were booked and East Fife’s Conroy was carried off with a suspected broken leg. 
The Pars’ John Donnelly did not take to the field after the break when it became apparent he 
was suffering from hypothermia! In fact it was so cold that the Athletic players wore two 
strips during the second half in an attempt to maintain body heat. And to round things off 
the Pars’ Grant Jenkins scored both goals in the 1-1 draw, his first of the day to give 
Dunfermline the lead being his 50th goal for the club.

Two days later the Pars players had to shake off any after-effects when they travelled 
through to Ayrshire for the season’s third meeting with Kilmarnock. In an ill-tempered game 
which saw Killie centre-half Martin sent off the home side scored in the dying seconds of the 
game to earn themselves a 2-2 draw. One milestone was achieved, however, in that this 
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game saw full-back Bobby Forrest, signed originally as a winger, make his 200th first team 
appearance. 

The infamous winter weather proceeded to set in and the Athletic’s next game could not 
take place until January 24; the venue was Dumfries. 

The team continued to score off the field, however, with the news from the Scottish 
Football League that in the first half of the season Dunfermline’s home gates had totalled 
47,016, almost 20,000 up on the same period during the previous promotion-winning season. 
This latest figure was more than 11,000 ahead of the second best, Queen of the South, 
ironically the other newcomer to the First Division. 

Meanwhile behind the scenes the lottery ticket sales were being relaunched under the new 
name of ‘Pars Pounds’ making them more readily identifiable with Dunfermline Athletic FC. 
There was to be a guaranteed £1000 prize every month with the tickets which replaced the 
previous Fifecash system. It was also announced that the club were opening their own 
supporters shop at East End Park and that the Y.T.S. involvement was to be extended 
during January with three new youngsters coming into the group to bring the number to 10. 

Around this time training was proving difficult to organise because of the weather and 
trips to facilities in Edinburgh preceded the visit to Dumfries. The lack of match-fitness 
showed through, however, although goals from Ferguson and Jenkins did earn the Pars a 2-1 
victory. Dave Young made his 100th appearance for the Athletic that day. 

The team spent the following week preparing for their Scottish Cup third round tie against 
Hibs at Easter Road on the last day of January. This was the fifth time that the Pars had been 
drawn against the Edinburgh side in this competition during the past 12 seasons and the 
Athletic had yet to record a win. But win or lose the players were given the simple 
instruction to go out and enjoy themselves. They were to be joined by more than 6000 fans 
who were to travel to the capital in fleets of cars, more than 40 coaches and even a special 
train. 

A goal from Hibs at the end of each half put an end to any Pars aspirations but again the 
Fifers were not disgraced. In his after-match comments Jim Leishman said that the game had 
proved that three or four new faces would be needed if promotion was achieved that season 
in order to consolidate in the Premier League. 

Dunfermline resumed their league campaign against Airdrie at East End on February 7. 
For this game the Athletic had one new face on their bench in the shape of Billy Mackay. 
Mackay, on loan from Hearts, had started his senior career with Rangers but a bad knee 
injury had forced him out of the game for 18 months before the Tynecastle club gave him a 
second chance. Originally from Glenrothes the red-headed player was to play an important

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role in the scoreline during his debut when a slip 15 minutes from time allowed the 
Diamonds to equalise an earlier Donnelly goal for the Fifers. (As an aside this game was 
sponsored by the manufacturers of a brand of potato crisps which made this a crunch game in 
more ways than one!) 

Clyde were visitors to East End on Tuesday, February 10, and a soggy pitch saw 
Dunfermline struggle to overcome the Bully Wee. The visitors had Flexney shown the red 
card in the first half and goals from Ferguson and Donnelly eventually saw two more 
valuable points in the Fife coffers. Dunfermline’s unbeaten run was now extended to nine 
games and Leish joked: ‘It is very boring when you keep on winning — you cannot slag 
anyone.

Just when it seemed that the Pars league campaign was about to get back to a settled 
programme after the usual winter weather chaos there were further postponements in the 
middle of the month when two meetings with Montrose both had to be called off in four 
days! The Pars main championship rivals at this stage, Greenock Morton, were not so 
unfortunate, however, and took over pole position on goal difference although the Pars 
were left with three games in hand. This was the first time that the Athletic had been 
displaced from top spot since November 22, 1986! 

Not for the first time this season Jim Leishman had to take time off from preparations for 
the forthcoming matches to deny speculative stories that former Pars star Allan Evans, the 
Aston Villa skipper, was about to return to East End Park. 

On February 21, the date set aside for the fourth round of the Scottish Cup, Dunfermline 
were able to play one of their outstanding league fixtures when they welcomed Partick 
Thistle to the Halbeath Road ground. A 2-1 victory saw the unbeaten run stretched to ten 
games! Substitute McCall score the vital second goal fifteen minutes from the final whistle 
after Partick had earlier equalised with a John Donnelly own goal (a remarkable coincidence 
since Donnelly had scored the second goal for Dunfermline when the teams met at East End 
earlier in the season — on that occasion, however, it had been an own-goal by the Jag).

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This victory took the Pars back to the top of the table and the following Tuesday the team 
travelled north to play their much-postponed game against Brechin City. The Glebe Parkers 
had improved on their earlier lowly position in the table but Dunfermline were keen to open 
up a gap between themselves and their fellow promotion contenders. Donnelly opened the 
Pars account — at the right end this time — in the first period and after the break McCall added 
a second. Brechin could have pulled one back after being awarded a penalty two minutes 
from time but an excellent Westwater save kept the Dunfermline goal intact and two more 
valuable points were added to the season’s tally. Dunfermline now sat four points above 
Morton and six ahead of Dumbarton. 

The next game was also north of the Tay when Forfar Athletic provided the opposition on 
February 28. The home side still had hopes of a late surge in the promotion race having gone 
ten games without defeat. McCall scored for the Pars but the Fifers lost the place losing three 
goals to an enterprising Angus side. To add to the agony Donnelly missed a penalty in the

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game which ended Dunfermline hopes of a new record of twelve consecutive First Division 
matches without defeat. The previous record was for the old First Division before 
reorganisation so it might well be said that the eleven games this season was something of a 
record after all. Their previous best run in the new set up had been six matches. 

The attendance at Station Park was 2039, the largest home league gate for Forfar all 
season which also saw a new club record established for gate receipts at a league game there. 

The Pars lead at the top had been cut to three points with Morton drawing 0) away to 
Clyde but Leishman’s Lions still had a vital game in hand. This was eventually played when 
Montrose came to East End on March 3. The Links Park men were anchored firmly at the 
bottom of the table 25 points behind the Pars and with the distinction of being one of only 
two senior Scottish teams (the other being Meadowbank Thistle) never to have won at East 
End Park. That unenviable record remained at the end of the 90 minutes, however, with 
goals from Watson and substitute Grant Jenkins seeing Dunfermline open up a five point gap 
over Morton in second spot. Dunfermline and Morton had now played the same number of 
games but Dumbarton (six points behind Dunfermline) had a game in hand over them both. 

Off the field of play it was revealed that the Athletic board were considering the 
installation of closed circuit television at the ground to monitor crowd behaviour. A 
‘hoolivan’ had been in operation at East End during the Montrose game and the police who 
would operate the equipment were thought to be pleased that the club was considering the 
idea. Although there had been few problems in crowd control at the ground it was regarded 
as something for the future particularly if the promotion dream became a reality. The 
Premier League would result in increased attendances and it was thought that such 
installation work would enable the club to increase the ground capacity. 

Everyone connected with the club was saddened to hear of the death of Mr Jock Thomson 
(69) who had died in Dunfermline’s Milesmark Hospital on March 1. Mr Thomson had 
devoted much of his spare time to helping various athletes with their sprint training and had 
even helped his son Kenny, a former Pars stalwart, win the Scottish Professional Footballers 
sprint championship in 1975 and 1976. Under managers George Miller and Harry Melrose 
Mr. Thomson had been involved in the training of players at East End. Jim Leishman 
recalled: ‘He was a great man and a super person and he will be missed, not only in football 
circles, bat among the youth of the town; he was dedicated to whatever he was involved in.’ 

With the Pars apparently back on song with the victory over Montrose the scene was set 
for the visit of promotion and championship rivals Dumbarton on March 7. With their game 
in hand the Sons were probably the most dangerous challengers. Dumbarton had been the 
last side to win at East End — way back on October 8 — and everything verified the fans 
prediction that this would be ‘a four-pointer’. Leishman commented: “The boys are really 
looking forward to this one and they know to expect a tough game; however the team which 
wins will only get two points and our players do not have any extra pressure on them to 
defeat Dumbarton.’

was covered by BBC Scotland’s Sportsound. It was also being filmed by Scottish Television’s 
Scotsport cameras for the transmission of match highlights the following afternoon. This was 
the first time in seven seasons that television cameras had covered a game at East End Park! 

What viewers saw was a hard-fought, evenly-contested affair with Steve Morrison scoring 
the only goal of the game. But a fair share of the credit must go to goalkeeper Westwater for 
an excellent display between the sticks and forward McCall for his incessant running at the 
visiting defence. Referee P. Hanley from Coatbridge might well have added to the 
afternoon’s tension with some of his decisions but since not one player was booked he 
obviously took note of just how much was at stake. 

A freak snowstorm caused the postponement of the Morton v Kilmarnock game and 
Dunfermline now found themselves seven points clear of the Cappielow club (eight ahead of 
Dumbarton) although their two nearest rivals could boast a game in hand over the Fifers. 

During the following midweek Morton played off their postponed game with Kilmarnock 
and narrowed the gap at the top to five points with a 2-1 win. The game was covered by 
BBC's Sportsound with Jim Leishman ably assisting as match commentator! 

Back at East End Dr. Bobby Robertson, the Athletic’s 28-year-old skipper and a Pars fan 
since boyhood made it quite clear that he was desperate to see his team move up to the 
Premier League. ‘It would be the achievement of my ambition as a Dunfermline player and 
as a supporter,’ he said. Meanwhile Umbro. the sports good suppliers, signed a two-year 
contract with Dunfermline to supply equipment (with the exception of boots) to the club. 
The contract was reported to be worth a five figure sum to the club with the good news that 
the strip introduced less than a year earlier would remain unchanged. 

On March 14 Dunfermline travelled to the Maryhill district of Glasgow to play Clyde at 
Firhill. The meeting with the Bully Wee was settled by a McCathie goal in the dying seconds

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with an inspired performance from Fife goalkeeper Ian Westwater keeping an impressive 
Clyde side at bay throughout the game. If anyone was likely to score a late goal for the Pars 
then McCathie would have been odds-on favourite! This was the fifth time this particular 
season that he had scored vital goals in the final quarter hour of matches. Jim Leishman was 
delighted with the result. 

‘It was a difficult game,” he said, ‘but all credit must go to the lads who kept working until 
the very end. They got a goal at a time when Clyde could not possibly come back.’ Leish 
went on to give the clearest hint yet that he thought Dunfermline could soon be in the 
Premier League when he added: ‘If we keep working hard I think we have a wee chance!’ 

The next team to visit East End Park was none other than the second-placed Greenock 
Morton and Dunfermline’s loyal support was urged to turn up and shout their team on to a 
victory which would put the Athletic seven points clear at the top and would virtually clinch 
promotion and make the winning of the Championship a possibility. The game against their 
nearest challengers took place on March 21, but it was not the result the home side wanted. 
Morton ran out 2-1 winners having inflicted the first home defeat of Dunfermline since 
October 8. The game was filmed by the BBC Sportscene cameras and commentator Archie 
McPherson summed it up when he said that he thought Dunfermline had suffered from 
stage-fright. 

It was certainly looking as if the thought of top-grade football after just one year out of the 
Second Division was getting to the players. But there was no doubting their commitment and 
most certainly not that of the manager! 

Wednesday, March 25, saw the departure of one of East End Park’s most popular players 
when 30-year-old Jim Bowie left for St Johnstone for a nominal fee. ‘Ziggy’, as he was 
known affectionately to supporters, had been out of the first team pool since October but 
would be fondly remembered by all at Dunfermline. 

On the last Saturday of March Dunfermline travelled to Methil to play local rivals East 
Fife for the fourth and last time this season. Jim Leishman said that his philosophy was that 
‘the next game is always the most important’ and that ‘getting over-excited about dreams of 
promotion will not help anyone.’ The Methil side had just lost their long-serving manager 
David Clarke to Falkirk; Clarke had taken the club’s excellent goalkeeper Gordon Marshall 
with him to Brockville and midfielder David Kirkwood had moved to Glasgow Rangers. The 
new manager at Bayview, Gavin Murray, had signed goalkeeper Ray Charles from 
Montrose to replace Marshall but in spite of all the changes it was recognised that the derby 
would be no easier than the earlier encounters. 

Over the 90 minutes the 1-1 scoreline was probably the fairest result with the Pars goal 
coming from the penalty spot. Scorer was the club’s latest signing Willie Irvine from 
Hibernian. The 23-year-old striker had only put pen to paper the day before but looked a 
well-worthwhile addition to the books. With Morton winning at Dumbarton the Pars 
promotion chances looked even better although Morton, an ever-increasing threat to the 
Championship dream, had closed the gap at the top to just two points. And there were only 
six games remaining of the fixture list! . 

A second player was signed from Hibs on March 30. Stuart Beedie (26) cost Dunfermline 
£35,000 bringing the total of cash sent over the Forth Bridge to £50,000 in four days! 

Beedie had previous experience with Montrose, St Johnstone and Dundee United before 
moving to Easter Road. His debut for the reserves was only outshone by the performance of 
teenager Andy Williamson, a 17-year-old YTS signing at the club. The Glenrothes-based 
youngster, one of manager Leishman’s first ‘S’ form signings capped his own performance 
with one of the team’s four goals against East Stirling Reserves. 

The next league game was against Kilmarnock at East End and the Athletic knew only too 
well that a point from each of the remaining six matches would see their long-burning 
ambition of top rung football become a reality. But it was important to remember that the 
Championship too was still there to be won and that such a success would create a piece of 
footballing history. No team had ever won the Second and First Division titles in successive 
seasons since league reconstruction. | 

Both Irvine and Beedie made their home debuts for the first team against the men from 
Ayrshire on the first Saturday of April, 1987. In spite of having two-thirds of play throughout 
the game Dunfermline never recovered from losing an early goal which proved to be the only

score of the match. There was tremendous disappointment among players and supporters 
alike but manager Leishman slammed the prophets of doom and said he was not unduly 
worried as the commitment was still there. He was looking forward optimistically to the 
following Saturday when the Fifers would travel to Firhill to play Partick Thistle. 

That week it was announced that two of the young East Enders had been chosen for the 
Scottish Under-16 select team to meet the Faroe Islands at Stark’s Park in Kirkcaldy on 
April 17. The selection of Ian Black and Stuart McVicar, both 15, was further evidence of 
the flourishing youth policy being developed at Dunfermline Athletic. 

The Firhill match got off to a flying start with Steve Morrison letting loose a left-foot 
rocket from all of 35 yards which found the back of the net after only four minutes. A strike, 
some said, worthy of any goal-of-the-season award! John Donnelly, making a return to his 
former home ground, added a second after the interval but the Pars could easily have added 
more, striking the woodwork twice. 

It was not only the first team that had something to chase as the season drew to a climax. 
The reserves who had led their league since the first game had only one match still to play — 
Raith Rovers away from home — and it was the Kirkcaldy side which posed the biggest threat 
to the second stringers’ ambitions as they had several games in hand. 

Meanwhile in the week following the Partick game Leish and Gregor Abel travelled to 
Northern Ireland on a scouting mission. They returned with high hopes of adding players to 
the Athletic pool for what was still hoped to be their first season in the Premier League. 

There was a great deal of newspaper talk in the days leading up to the match against 
Brechin City at East End the following Saturday of how the Pars could clinch promotion with 
a win over the Angus side should Dumbarton falter at Montrose. It would be a remarkable 
coincidence if promotion could be sewn up on April 18 as it would be exactly a year to the 
day since the step-up from the Second Division had been confirmed. A further coincidence 
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was that the Brechin match referee, Mr T. Muirhead from Stenhousemuir, had also been in 
charge a year earlier. 

But alas there was to be no promotion party just yet as the Glebe Park men surprised 
everyone by winning 2-0 on a hard, dusty pitch with a gusty wind proving troublesome. A 
crowd of 4645 had turned up in the hope of seeing the first-ever Fife team winning a Premier 
place but the expected champagne turned sour with many fans leaving early after Brechin 
found the net for the second time. But in typical fashion Jim Leishman picked up a scarf 
thrown away in disgust with the comment that he was still proud to wear the club colours. 

In fact the afternoon turned out to be not nearly so disastrous as it first appeared. 
Dumbarton had lost at Montrose and Morton had been beaten at home by Partick Thistle. 
The team were still on course! 

The Pars required, at most, two points from the three remaining fixtures - Queen of the 
South at home, Airdrie and Montrose away — to get the promotion which was still the 
primary concern of everyone connected with the club. 


Jimmy Thomson, a coach with Dunfermline during the managerial period of Pat Stanton, 
returned to East End Park to help run the club’s youth teams, a policy underlined with the 
announcement that three of the young players were to take part in Scotland’s Under-18 
international against Ulster at Stark’s Park, Kirkcaldy, on April 25. The players — David 
Sinclair, Shaun Strang and Andrew Williamson — were the first to be capped in Jim 
Leishman’s time in charge at East End and Strang made his manager’s day by scoring twice 
in Scotland’s 40 win.

But while the youngsters were making their international debuts their senior colleagues 
were busy taking on Queen of the South in the Athletic’s last home league match of the 
season. Two points would clinch promotion and the team got what everyone wanted by 
virtue of a goal after 12 minutes from Willie Irvine! ; 

The result meant that Dunfermline Athletic FC were the first-ever ee club to compete in 
the Premier League of Scottish football! And how everyone celebrated!

Dumfries rallied in the last ten minutes to provide a grandstand finish. Ian Westwater pulled 
off two magnificent saves during this spell and a Queen’s forward found the side-netting. 
Even before the final whistle, however, the celebrations had begun on the terracing. And the 
fans were soon to continue their partying on the pitch. 

The whistle was almost drowned out; the crowd went crazy; manager Jim Leishman wept 
openly. He was not alone. But they were tears of joy. 

Gregor Abel later revealed that Leish had been shouting so excitedly from his seat in the 
stand that his assistant had turned off his walkie-talkie. His instructions were coming over 
loud and clear without it. But any comments after the whistle had gone would have been 
completely drowned out by the cheers and scenes which greeted the players as they made 
their way into the directors box to acknowledge the supporters. The celebrations below the 
stairs continued in the dressing room with manager Leishman and club chairman Mel Rennie 
being dumped unceremoniously into the team bath. Later the chairman was presented with 
the match ball autographed by all the players.

Jim Leishman told the assembled pressmen that April 25 had been both the best and the 
worst day of his life. He had been up since 4.30 a.m. and had been physically ill several times 
during the day as the kick-off approached. ‘But it was all worth it just to be here tonight 
having succeeded in keeping my promise to the club and to the fans who mean so much to us 
all,’ he said. 

Club captain Bobby Robertson summed it up. ‘It has always been my ambition to get into 
the Premier League,’ he said, ‘but now that we have done it I can’t put the feeling into 
words.’ And as the celebrations went on long into the night Gregor Abel, no stranger to 
promotion parties, added: ‘It has been a long season but when the success eventually came it 
is absolutely incredible; it gets sweeter all the time!’ 

The players were rewarded by the club with the news that they were to be taken to 
Majorca for a week in May in addition to the bonuses they would also receive. Dunfermline 
District Council’s Provost Robert Mill was on hand to add his congratulations. ‘This will 
boost the morale of the town and spread the name of Dunfermline District,’ he said. The 
game had been watched by 5482 people (the day’s third highest attendance in Scotland) and 
this brought the totalenumber of spectators who had watched the Athletic in the home league 
matches this season to an amazing 91,223! An average home gate of 4146. 

The following week brought confirmation that the Dunfermline Reserves had won the 
Scottish Reserve League (East) title when their nearest challengers, Raith Rovers, lost their 
second consecutive match. 

But the celebrations eventually had to finish as the team began preparations for their next 
match against Airdrie at Broomfield. Plans were also afoot for a special Open Day on May 
10 when the loyal fans would have the chance to see behind the scenes at East End Park and 
meet their heroes in the flesh. Early indications were that it would also be the ideal 
opportunity to snap up season tickets for the first Premier year.

roars and chants of the marvellous travelling support ringing round the Broomfield ground. 
‘That roar is for you,’ Leish told his Lions, ‘go for it!’ 

But sadly two late goals from Airdrie substitute John Flood put a damper on the 
proceedings and the after-match atmosphere was not helped by the news that Morton had 
won their game at home against Forfar to leapfrog into top slot by just one point. And the 
Greenock side’s superior goal difference meant that they would have to lose their last match 
at Airdrie with the Pars winning at Montrose for the title to come to the Fife club. 

But sadly that too slipped away from Dunfermline on May 9, 1987. The club would never 
have had a better opportunity to create a piece of footballing history when Morton went 
down by the only goal of the game at Airdrie. But although Dunfermline Athletic went down 
by the same scoreline at Montrose one thing should not be forgotten. 

‘Failing to lift the title was disappointing,’ said manager Jim Leishman, ‘but surely winning 
promotion was an achievement in itself.’ 

For once Big Leish was understating the situation. Promotion was a tremendous 
achievement and one which will not be forgotten by anyone connected with Dunfermline 
Athletic. 

Now Leishman’s Lions can continue the roaring success story in the top league of Scottish 
football. And it took them just two years to achieve it! 
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The Future 


Although the last two results of the 1986-87 season were slightly disappointing for all those 
with the interest of Dunfermline Athletic at heart they will pale into insignificance compared 
with the results they can compile in their forthcoming campaign at the highest level of 
Scottish league football. 

A good start will be important as the Athletic seek to consolidate their position in the 
Premier League. At the end of the coming season three teams will be relegated to the First 
Division as the top league reverts to only ten teams thereafter (unless further changes take 
place in the constitution of the game’s governing body). It is therefore the club’s initial target 
to finish in at worst ninth slot which many consider will be an outstanding achievement in 
itself. 

The directors, the men who have put their money where their mouths — and hearts — are, 
recognise the difficult task that lies ahead. They have promised that all will be done to keep 
the team in the top rung of Scottish football. Money has been made available to strengthen 
the pool and, perhaps more importantly, bids from other clubs for Pars players have been 
rejected. It is their intention to build an even better team and this is indeed heartening for all 
Dunfermline supporters. 

But it is not only on the park that changes will be apparent in the future. The stadium itself 
is being upgraded with the pylon lights, so long a landmark in the town, being replaced by 
stand-top systems, new boundary walls erected, new turnstiles being installed and more 
work being carried out on the East End Park playing surface. But this is only the start. 

For the past two seasons the Pars’ weekly attendance figures have invariably been higher 
(both home and away) than any other team in the Scottish First and Second Divisions and 
indeed higher than many of the games played in the Premier League. These gates will be 
missed by the clubs in the lower divisions but they will equally be welcomed by the teams in 
the top league! 

That excellent story of Dunfermline’s halcyon days in the sixties — ‘Black and White 
Magic’ by Douglas Scott and Jim Paterson — finished with the following sentiment: ‘Now 
more than ever Dunfermline Athletic seek a taste of those magic years and yet again the 
services of a magician is already at East End Park and conjuring up a future in which we can 
all look forward to further glory.’ How prophetic! The manager of the Pars when that was 
written was none other than Jim Leishman. 

Whether the new success story can have chapters added concerning future glories in 
domestic and European competitions only time will tell. But one thing is for certain — 
Leishman’s Lions will be roared on all the way!

William M. Rennie (Chairman) 
Mel joined the club as a director in 1971 and succeeded Jimmy Watters as Vice-Chairman in 
1982 when Jimmy became Chairman. On July 28, 1986 he took over as Chairman when ill- 
health forced Jimmy to reluctantly give up the position. Mel, a supporter of the club for 
many years, takes his position very seriously and has been quoted as saying, ‘I take all things 
seriously. When I’m given a job to do, I do it to the very best of my ability.’ 

He is managing-director of the house-building company William Rennie & Co., the boss 
of Rennie Farms and a director of Landmark Warehouses Ltd. 


William Braisby (Vice-Chairman) 

Bill became a director of the club in 1981. He had been sponsoring the team, through his 
company, for three years previously. Took over as Vice-Chairman when Mel Rennie moved 
up in 1986. He is managing-director of William Braisby Slaters (Fife) Ltd and a partner with 
his wife and daughter in Lin-lor (Hair & Beauty Salon), Cairneyhill. 


James McConville (Honorary Secretary) 

Jimmy is the longest-serving director having been appointed to the Board in 1952. It was at 
the end of the 1953-54 season that he was made Honorary Secretary at a time when it took 
only £325 per week to run the club. He holds the same position today. A businessman in the 


village of Kelty Jimmy has travelled all round Scotland with Dunfermline as well as to many 
parts of Europe and across North America. 
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James Watters 

Jimmy is one of that rare breed of football director who has actually played the game 
professionally at a high level. He played for Heart of Midlothian FC from 1944 until 1956 
before finishing his career with East Fife. A native of Buckhaven who is qualified as an 
architectural draughtsman, he became a director of East Fife before severing his connections 
with the Methil club to join the Board at East End Park in 1970. 

Jimmy was appointed Vice-Chairman in 1971 and in 1982 he took over as Chairman when 
Dr John Yellowley stepped down. It was with great reluctance that Jimmy resigned, on the 
advice of his doctor, as Chairman in 1986 only weeks after seeing the club clinch the Second 
Division Championship for season 1985/86. 

Jimmy is proprietor of the Giacomo Restaurant in Dunfermline with his wife and son. 


Dr John Yellowley 
John became club physician in 1965 taking over from Dr. Robson who had emigrated to 
Canada. Two years later at the end of 1967 he was co-opted on to the Board and in 1970 he 
took over as Vice-Chairman under Leonard Jack. The following year John became 
Chairman of the club following the sudden death of Mr Jack and went on to hold the position 
until 1982 during which time he guided the club through some of the most difficult years in its 
history. The eleven year period is in fact a record for one person to hold the top position at 
East End Park. 

In his younger days Jahn played both cricket and football and, in fact, at the end of his war 
service in the Navy he turned down an approach from Queen’s Park. 

John is senior partner in the Dunfermline medical practice in which Hugh Whyte is a 
partner. 


C. R. Woodrow 
Roy joined the Board in the early part of 1986, along with Blair Morgan, after following the 
fortunes of the club since childhood. The appointment of these new Directors coincided with 
the team’s surge to the top of the Second Division and subsequent Championship win with 
promotion being won to the Premier League one year on and so within eighteen months of 
joining the club Roy finds himself with the additional responsibilities that such status brings. 
He is looking forward to the challenge however and has been deeply involved in 
organising much of the work required at East End Park. 
Roy is managing-director of Woodrow’s of Dunfermline Ltd (Aerated Water 
Manufacturers) and this prompted Jim Leishman to say at the time of Roy’s appointment 
that he hoped it would put some fizz into the team! 


W. B. F. Morgan 
Blair Morgan became a Director of Dunfermline Athletic early in 1986 along with Roy 
Woodrow. He quickly made his presence felt by having the EastEnders record produced. 
Blair and his son had written the lyrics for the record. It proved to be an excellent public 
relations exercise. 

Blair had spent several years playing for Dunfermline Rugby Club during which he had a 
spell as club captain. He played on several occasions for the North & Midlands District XV. 
He played mainly as wing three-quarter. a

Jim is a West Fife man born and bred. A native of Lochgelly he was educated at the village’s 
South and West Primary Schools and at Beath High School in Cowdenbeath where he was 
appointed a prefect — an early indication of his leadership capabilities. Jim left school at 17 
years-of-age with six ‘O’ levels and two highers and three days later on June 3 1971 he started 
as a full-time footballer with Dunfermline Athletic. 

The Pars were the team he had always supported. Jim had often walked to East End from 
his home in Lochgelly to see the top European teams in action during the 1960’s. Roy Barry, 
who captained the team for part of that time, was his boyhood hero. 

Jim had been signed as a young player from Dunfermline United by Andy Young when 
George Farm was the manager. He had played for the Scottish Schoolboys team. The first 
day as a full-timer was not without its surprises for Jim. He tells of how he walked through 
the main door that morning with two pairs of freshly cleaned and polished boots under his 
arm and as he pushed open the home-team dressing-room door Jim says he was ‘advised’ by 
the then physiotherapist (Andy Stevenson), ‘Get bloody out of here! Get to your own 
dressing-room. When you are good enough you will get in here!’ 

‘Leish’ kept up his connections with his former Scout Troop (33rd Fife, Macainsh Church) 
in Lochgelly where he was a leader and he also helped with the Woodmill Boys’ Club under- 
14’s football team while learning his ‘trade’ at East End. Jim didn’t have long to wait to get 
into that dressing-room as only a few weeks into the new season he made his debut for the 
first team against Ayr United. ‘Leish’ madea total of seven appearances during the 1971-72 
season before becoming a regular for the next two seasons. He was a member of the 
Dunfermline team which won promotion at the end of the 1972-73 season under the 
guidance of George Miller and went on the club tour of Norway during the subsequent close- 
season. This was the last occasion, to date, that a Dunfermline side played on European soil. 
It was in fact the second foreign football trip for Jim as he had travelled to Spain a year 
earlier when Dunfermline took the place of Charlton Athletic in a tournament at short 
notice. 

Jim was a regular again for the 1973-74 season which saw the Pars retain their Division 
One status with a dramatic last match victory over Dundee United at Tannadice. 
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With three full seasons at East End behind him and the experience gained from having 
made over 80 first team appearances Jim must have been looking forward to a long career as 
a player as he was still not 21 years old. However, to all intents and purposes, his playing 
career was finished just a few weeks into the 1974-75 season when he suffered a broken leg 
whilst playing for the Pars in a League Cup-tie against the Hearts. Indeed he only made one 
more appearance for Dunfermline — coming on as a substitute against Clyde on February 18, 
1976 — before moving to Cowdenbeath in a player-swap deal which saw Bobby Morrison 
come to East End Park. ‘Leish’ saw this as an opportunity to get regular first team football 
but he readily admits that the move was his biggest mistake and realised it as such while 
having a last look round the ground after signing the forms. 


Jim played only eleven games for the Central Park side during the 1976-77 season. From 
there he was reinstated with Glenrothes Juniors. Not surprisingly perhaps, after such a 
disappointing period in his life, Jim failed to settle and subsequently stopped playing 
altogether for two years. In an interview for the club programme, towards the end of the 
1986-87 season, Jim said that even winning the League Championship would not 
compensate for his lost career as a player. 

‘Leish’ started the long road back to the top when he had a spell with Oakley Juniors. 
From there he went as manager to Kelty Hearts before going back to Central Park, 
Cowdenbeath when Andy Rolland asked him to be his assistant. Rolland subsequently 
resigned and Jim was out of football again. 

Pat Stanton, then in charge at East End, came to the rescue when he offered Jim the job as 
Youth Team Coach at his beloved Dunfermline and that was a move he has never regretted. 
Jim says he will always be grateful to Pat Stanton for giving him the chance. Pat moved on 
and his place was taken by Tom Forsyth, the ex-Motherwell, Rangers and Scotland 
defender, and ‘Leish’ found himself promoted to Reserve Team Coach. 

When the Dunfermline team failed to make progress with Forsyth in charge he was sacked 
and Jim was given the job in a caretaking capacity while the directors decided what to do. 
Despite a large number of applications being received for the job of manager the board 
offered it to ‘Leish’ having been impressed by his effort since Tom Forsyth had left. At the 
age of 29 he found himself in charge of the club which he had followed as a youngster. Jim, 
the then youngest manager in Scottish league football, said on his appointment, ‘The club 
can expect honesty, enthusiasm, 100% effort and loyalty from me.’ 

For a year or so there was a transition period with many changes in the player pool taking 
place and the one move which was to prove so crucial to future events came in February 1984 
when ‘Leish’, some two or three months after taking over, appointed Gregor Abel as first 
team coach. This was to be, possibly, Leishman’s key appointment. 

The following season, 1984-85, Dunfermline were pipped for promotion but Leishman’s 
team made no mistakes the next two seasons with successive promotion campaigns. 

Jim, who must be the most easily recognised man in West Fife with his mustachioed grin 
regularly featuring on the pages of the local and national press, just can’t relax. He is 
perpetually on the move and his infectious enthusiasm rubs off on those around him. His 
wife is a considerable support to Jim and tolerates his almost continual absence although the 
telephone ringing at all times does stretch her patience apparently. 

He has great respect for two other managers in Scottish football. Firstly, Alex Smith of St 
Mirren and secondly Craig Brown, formerly of Clyde and now Assistant Scottish manager. 
He admires what they have achieved in the game by hard work and effort. Jim does not like 
to see talent wasted and hates to think of the young players who have been at East End and 
who could, and should, have done better if only they had worked harder. The two signings 
which have pleased Jim most are Ian Westwater and John Watson. ‘Leish’ says of Ian, ‘He is 
a total professional who works exceptionally hard at the game.’ His biggest regrets as a 
manager have been letting Jim Bowie and Ian Heddle go. 


The best player he has seen, according to the Dunfermline manager is Kenny Dalglish. 
Jim is impressed by his attitude, his goalscoring flair and his all-round ability. A shining 
example of a world-class player. 

One player that Jim tips for a big future in the game is Andy Williamson who made the 
breakthrough into the reserves during the 1986-87 season and who will be full-time in 
Dunfermline’s first season in the Premier League.

When Jim first arrived at East End there were 28 full-timers on the staff and that is what he 
is aiming for — a full-time set-up in the Premier League when he will, at 33, be the youngest 
manager. 

Jim Leishman deserves success for he is prepared to work hard and if those around him are 


not motivated by what he says they must be lacking something.

Gregor Abel 

Gregor’s senior football career started with his hometown team of Falkirk who signed him, 
as a schoolboy internationalist, in 1966. He was a member of the Bairns side which won the 
Second Division Championship title (old style) for the 1969-70 season and played at right- 
back in that team alongside Alex Ferguson and Andy Roxburgh.’ 

Gregor moved to Kilbowie Park in 1972 and for seven and a half seasons played for 
Clydebank. He won a Championship medal for the new style Second Division title (1975-76 
season) and a year later he was playing in the Premier League when the Bankies finished in 
second place in the First Division — a feat repeated by the Pars in the 1985-86 and 1986-87 
seasons with Gregor as coach. It was at Clydebank that he saw the player he considers the 
best he has played with — Davie Cooper. 

Halfway through the 1979-80 season he was transferred to Alloa Athletic where shortly 
afterwards he was made player/coach. Gregor played his last game for Alloa on October 4 
1980 but carried on as coach and helped his new club to win promotion to the First Division. 
He made a total of 402 appearances for his three senior clubs. 

When Alex Totten, the Alloa manager, moved to Falkirk in 1982 Gregor went with him as 
his assistant and after Totten went on to Rangers Gregor moved into the manager’s chair at 
Brockville. Things didn’t work out however as Gregor’s strength is his coaching ability and 
there was too much to do on the administrative side. He left Brockville after four months. 

Jim Leishman asked him to come to East End and this he did taking up the position of first 
team coach in February 1984. Since then ‘Leish’ and Gregor have developed inio a successiul 
double act and taken Dunfermline back to the top of Scottish football. 

Gregor, who is the SFA Regional coach for Central Region (with whom he is employed as 
a head teacher of Physical Education), works out the tactics with Jim after the manager has 
picked the team. Gregor is happiest working with the players but is a quiet individual who 
does not blow his own trumpet. It is worth noting that he has been involved with teams on six 
different occasions when promotion has been won. 

Gregor is on record as having said that the time he has had at Dunfermline has been the 
happiest of his football career. He says that there is a great family atmosphere at East End.

Philip Yeates 

Philip, or ‘Pip’ as he is known, joined Dunfermline as physiotherapist in 1982 to replace 
Jimmy Stevenson who had left the club after many years of faithful service. Philip had been 
playing rugby football at McKane Park for Dunfermline Rugby Club but quickly settled in at 
East End Park. 

He used to come along to watch Dunfermline as a youngster and his hero, in those days, 
was Alex Edwards. It was the present-day chairman, Mel Rennie, who brought Philip to 
East End and they stood together on the terracing watching the great teams of the 1960’s. 

‘Pip’ is a partner in a physiotherapy practice which has clinics in both Edinburgh and 
London and it is not uncommon for him to be treating stars of stage and screen. In fact, 
much of the work in London is linked with Pinewood and Elstree Studios. Philip should 
certainly not be overawed by the so-called stars of the Premier League! 

Although his is a part-time appointment the players can go to Edinburgh at any time for 
treatment from ‘Pip’ and the facilities available are second to none. 

Philip also makes himself available to treat local athletes and other sportsmen at East End 
if they have sought treatment. 

‘Pip’ was highly delighted to be selected to be part of the support team for the Scottish 
squad which took part in the Four Nations Semi-Professional tournament: held in Fife in 
May, 1987. 


John Jobson 

John is Dunfermline’s Reserve Team coach and during the 1986-87 season, which saw the 
Pars’ second string win the Scottish Reserve League (East) championship title, he was given 
a relatively free hand by Jim Leishman with regard to most of the decisions about the team. 

John’s own playing career was tragically cut short in December 1983 when, at the age of 
twenty-six, he suffered a complicated leg fracture. He had scored a total of 69 goals 
whilst making 219 appearances in a career in which he played for six different clubs — Raith 
Rovers, Cowdenbeath, Berwick Rangers, Meadowbank Thistle, Falkirk and finally Alloa 
Athletic. 

Raith Rovers and Berwick Rangers were promoted from the Second to the First Division 
in his time with them but it was with Meadowbank that John had his most successful spell. 
During his three seasons with the Edinburgh side, between 1979 and 1982, John made 137 
appearances and scored 59 goals. Whilst with Berwick Rangers John was credited with 
scoring a hat-trick in only six minutes. He had come on as a substitute at half-time with his 
team trailing 1-0 but with John’s rapid goal-scoring Berwick won the match S-1. 

After John was released by Alloa in the summer of 1984 he had a spell helping a friend run 
a juvenile team in Kelty before he was asked along to East End to help with the young 
players. When Andy Young left in 1985 John took over the reserves. _ 

John admits to being a schoolboy at heart and says it still hurts not being able to play as he 
is still only thirty years of age. John has ambitions to hold a full-time post in football.

Joe Nelson 

Joe spent his playing career in the Fife Junior League with Lochore Welfare and Newburgh. 
At the end of one season with the Welfare only he and the goalkeeper were left — the rest of 
the players had been signed and called up by senior clubs. One of those players was Arthur 
Mann who went on to play for Hearts and Manchester City. Several players in fact came to 
East End in those days from Lochore — George Moran, Mike Judge, George McGaughey 
and Tom Callaghan to name but a few. Joe played twice for the Scottish Miners team — 
against Nottingham and Hungary — as well as achieving considerable success in Fife Junior 
football. He also played in the semi-final of the Scottish Junior Cup. 

It was in the sixties that Joe first helped out at East End when Andy Young was in charge 
of the youth set-up. One of the pool of young players at that time was none other than Jim 
Leishman! After a gap of several years he was back at East End when Harry Melrose and 
Andy Rolland were in charge. Joe helped the late Ian Hall with the coaching by doing the 
‘leg work’. 

In the present set-up at East End Park Joe’s main duties are with the reserves where he 
helps John Jobson take care of the youngsters and the first team fringe players. He also looks 
after the kit for both teams and takes over treating injuries during a game when 
physiotherapist ‘Pip’ Yeates is not available. 

Joe is one of those on the staff who have been through the lean years and is therefore more 
pleased than most at the change in the fortunes of Dunfermline Athletic. 


Bobby Wilson 

Bobby joined Dunfermline as chief scout in the early part of 1986 after losing his job as 
manager of Raith Rovers. He co-ordinates the scouting activities and also coaches the youth 
team. In addition Bobby has the job of watching the following week’s opposition ‘and 
putting in a report to Jim Leishman and Gregor Abel. 

Bobby’s own career started with Fife junior side Dundonald Bluebell in 1959. Although 
Dunfermline had him on trial he subsequently signed for Cowdenbeath and played in their 
team at left-half. Bobby later moved to Dundee where he made over 400 first team 
appearances before leaving, after ten years, in 1976. 

Bobby’s first experience of football management came in the Highland League with 
Lossiemouth before he moved to Keith where he enjoyed considerable success. Bobby took 
over the manager’s chair at Stark’s Park in 1983. 

He is of the opinion that a young player’s lifestyle — they must have the right attitude and 


character — is just as important as the other requirements — ability, posture, and hopefully 
two good feet.

Karen Grega (Commercial Consultant)

Dunfermline Athletic’s commercial consultant in November 1986. She proceeded to turn 
around the fortunes of the fund-raising activities of the club with refreshing enthusiasm. 

Karen has been a football fanatic since seeing her first game at the age of fifteen in her 
home city of Brisbane. She found herself a women’s football team and subsequently 
qualified as a Grade C referee. Karen started work as a full-time club administrator 
eventually becoming a marketing and promotion manager for the sport. She also had a spell 
as a football journalist which afforded her further recognition in her home country. 

Karen has travelled widely in Britain, the USA and Europe tracing her family background 
and has made a point of visiting football clubs and sports organisations on her journeys 
gathering information to further her career. 

She is looking forward to Dunfermline playing in the Premier League as it will present 
fresh challenges and more opportunities to promote Dunfermline Athletic Football Club. 
She says, ‘I am lucky to be working for such a forward-looking club as Dunfermline. The 
board team is as good as that on the field.’

Bobby Robertson’s connections with Dun- 
fermline go back to 1974 when George Miller 
signed him on ‘S’ forms for the club he had 
always supported. He played with the juvenile 
team Leven Royals before signing provisionally 
for Dunfermline who farmed him out to 
Kirkcaldy YMCA and was called up in 1977. 
Since then Bobby, who has captained the team 
in their two successive promotion winning 
seasons, has played almost 400 league and cup 
matches for the first team. He is not far short of 
breaking Kenny Thomson’s club record of 348 
league appearances and at only 28 Bobby must 
stand a chance of passing that figure in the 
coming season. 

Incidentally, between September 9, 1978 and 
February 10, 1982 he played 154 consecutive 
league and cup matches. 

Although now settled at right-back it is 
interesting to note that he has worn eight 
different jerseys in his time at East End Park. 
Bobby’s loyalty has never been in question and 
he has been proud to lead the team back to the 
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very top of Scottish football. He has combined a 
successful sporting career with a successful 
professional career for he is a general medical 
practitioner. His football has had to take second 
place at times but Bobby has devoted much of 
his spare time to keeping fit when he has been 
unable to attend the regular training sessions at 
East End because of work commitments. 

Bobby has shown that it is possible to have a 
dual career and has given the best possible 
answer to the former manager who stated, ‘Ye’ll 
never make a footballer. Y’r brains are all in y’r 
heid!’ 

He has played alongside many players in his 
time at East End but singles out Bonar Mercer 
as the best full-back partner he has had — Bobby 
admired his total commitment and the 100% 
effort he put into every game. 

Bobby feels he learned a lot from Walter 
Borthwick who played for Dunfermline before 
moving on to a coaching job with Heart of 
Midlothian.

Willie signed for his hometown team, Stirling 
Albion, in 1982 from Dunipace Juveniles when 
he was 21-years-old. He worked himself 
up through the ranks within the club and 
established himself in the first team after his first 
season at Annfield. 

In his four seasons with the Albion Willie 
played 123 league and cup games scoring 61 
goals in the process. 1984-85 was a particularly 
good season for him and indeed Willie finished 
the Second Division’s top scorer. Dunfermline 
and Stirling Albion were in the same league at 
the time and the Pars were quite often made to 
suffer by Willie’s lethal goalscoring touch. 

At the end of the 1985-86 season Hibs paid a 
substantial fee for his services and Willie found 
himself in the Premier League with the Easter 
Road side. The move did not prove satisfactory 
for the man from Stirling however with his 
appearances being fairly limited and Willie 
was pleased to move to East End when Jim 
Leishman moved for his transfer. A £15,000 fee 
was paid to Hibernian and Willie made a scoring 
debut for the Pars against East Fife at Methil 
when he converted a penalty kick. 

It was Willie who scored the all-important 
goal against Queen of the South which clinched 
his new team’s place in the Premier League and 
he is looking forward to playing again in the top 
grade of Scottish League football.

Grant, who has been at East End for just 
over six years, can look back on passing two 
milestones during the 1986-87 season. Firstly 
he made his 200th appearance for Dunfermline 
(his only senior club) on November 1 against 
Kilmarnock and then he scored his 50th goal for 
the Pars against East Fife on New Year’s Day 
1987. 

Grant’s career started with Crieff Earngrove 
as a 16 year old and he stayed with them for six 
years before signing for Jeanfield Swifts. His 
prolific goalscoring for the Swifts attracted 
attention just when he thought he was too old to 
get a crack at the senior grade and he was 
recommended to the then Dunfermline manager 
Pat Stanton. 

Terms were offered after a trial and he made 
his debut only nine days after signing on. A 
regular team spot has usually been found for 
Grant during his time with the Pars although an 
ordering off at the end of 1986 at Berwick (his 
first red card in senior football) appeared to 
affect his form and he lost his place in the team 
for a time. 

At the start of the 1986-87 season Grant 
appeared to be on the verge of moving on as he 
felt that the new signings were likely to keep him 
out of the first team. He had a change of heart 
however and has played his part in what has 
been an exciting season for all connected with 
Dunfermline Athletic.

Ian, who works as a Staff Development manager 
with national double glazing company C. R. 
Smith, first joined Dunfermline Athletic from 
Lochore Welfare in 1973. The Pars had just 
been promoted to the old-style First Division 
and amongst many young players at that time 
was a defender by the name of Jim Leishman. 

After two years or so at East End ‘Pink’ was 
given a free transfer at the time that the club was 
reverting to a part-time basis. After relatively 
short periods with Arbroath and Cowdenbeath 
he signed for Brechin City in 1977. His move to 
the unfashionable Angus side coincided with the 
most successful period in the club’s history and 
culminated in Brechin winning the Second 
Division Championship title in 1983. 

Ian returned to East End in March. 1985 and 
played an important role in the Athletic’s 
Championship winning side the following 
season. He had the honour of scoring the Pars’ 
100th league and cup goal during that season. 
Coincidentally he had also scored the first goal. 

During the first half of the season just 
completed Ian spent a month on loan with 


Montrose when unable to hold down a regular | 


first team spot with Dunfermline but a 
permanent deal did not follow and he returned 
to East End where shortly afterwards he was 
given a position in Jim Leishman’s coaching 
team. 

Having spent 6 years as a PE teacher with 
youngsters and gained experience in dealing 
with staff at C. R. Smith’s Ian felt capable of 
imparting his football knowledge to others. 
He had long been recognised as a ‘model 
professional’ by different managers. Ian himself 
feels that honesty, loyalty and integrity are 
important aspects of being a professional 
footballer. 

In his 14 seasons at senior level Ian Campbell 
has made almost 500 appearances for S different 
clubs and in the process has scored over 170 
goals. ‘Pink’ says he feels quite capable of 
playing on for a few more seasons.

When he signed for Dunfermline it was a case 
of joining up with players like Hugh Whyte and 
Jim Bowie whom he had watched ten years 
earlier when he stood on the terraces at East 
End. Rowan has made over 80 appearances for 
the Pars and looks back on the Skol Cup match 
with Celtic in 1984 as one of his most memorable 
matches. He has not scored too many goals but 
his favourite is the one he put away against 
Albion Rovers at Broomfield in the 1985-86 
season when he chipped the ball over their 
advancing goalkeeper after playing a one-two 
with Ian Heddle. 

Rowan is one of several players at East End 
who credits John Jobson with helping his career 
and he has indicated a desire to play full-time 
football with Dunfermline.

Jim, who was transferred to St Johnstone on 
Wednesday, March 25, 1987, will go on record 
as having been tremendously popular with East 
End fans. His popularity was on a par with the 
likes of Charlie Dickson, Roy Barry, John 
Lunn and Kenny Thomson. 

‘Ziggy’s’ career started with Melbourne 
Thistle Juveniles and whilst with the Edinburgh 
side Meadowbank Thistle were credited with an 
interest in him. He subsequently moved to 
Pumpherston Juniors and played trials with 
Raith Rovers. When he arrived at East End on 
the evening of September 22 1976 Jim thought 
he was due to play a trial for the Pars but he was 
amazed to find himself in the league team facing 
Clyde. After a good performance, in a 40 
victory, he was signed by Harry Melrose, Pars’ 
manager at that time. 

‘Ziggy’ went on to make a total of 227 
appearances in league and cup competitions. 
The only reason it wasn’t more was as much to 
do with injury and illness as loss of form. His 
was a name looked for when teams were 
announced and the various managers in his 102 
years at East End were often criticised for 
omitting him or substituting him. 

Jim, who has made a career in the fire service, 
was a gentleman on the park and referees 
seldom had cause for complaint about his 
actions or ‘attitude. One incident during 
the 1985-86 season showed just what kind of 
character he is. In a vital top of the table 
match with Queen of the South Jim stopped a 
promising Dunfermline attack to bring the 
referee’s attention to one of the Queens’ players 
who had collapsed. His actions were praised by 
all, especially the then Dumfries manager 
Nobby Clark. 

‘Ziggy’ made his last appearance for 
Dunfermline as a substitute against Morton on 
October 18 1986 — ten years to the day that he 
scored his first goal for the Pars. The opposition 
in 1976?

Ian’s early football was with Salvesen Boys Club 
in Edinburgh and it was from there that he 
signed for Heart of Midlothian. He has always 
wanted to be a goalkeeper — perhaps influenced 
by the fact that his father played in goals for 
Queen of the South and Arbroath. 

While with Hearts Ian played only a few 
games in their first team but he did become the 
youngest ever keeper, at sixteen years of age, to 
play in the Premier League. Ian was selected for 
Scottish Schoolboys at under 15, under 16 and 
under 18 levels and also for the Scottish 
Professional under 17 and under 18 squads. He 
was a member of the Scottish Professional 
Youth Squad which won the European 
Championships. 

At a time when he thought he might establish 
himself in the Edinburgh side’s first team Ian 
suffered a ligament injury whilst playing for the 
Scottish youths against Brazil and he was out of 
football for ten months as a consequence. 

When he returned to action Ian was unable to 
get into the first team and was pleased to move 
to Dunfermline in a £4000 deal. He grasped the 
chance of first team football with both hands (as 
any good goalkeeper would do) and he has 
missed very few games since signing. Those he 
has missed have been due to injuries. Ian is a 
popular player with the fans at East End, due in 
no small way to his having an almost 50% shut- 
out record. He is well known for his vocal

Hugh was signed by Dunfermline on a free 
transfer from Hibernian in 1976 in an attempt to 
solve a goalkeeping problem which had troubled 
the Pars during the previous season. Hugh was 
pleased with the move as he was studying at 
Edinburgh University from where he eventually 
went on to qualify as a doctor. 

During his first five seasons Hugh missed only 
one match. If he had not missed that game on 
September 13 1978 he would hold the club 
record for consecutive appearances which is held 
instead by Kenny Thomson (Kenny’s record 
incidentally stands at 227). 

Due to work commitments Hugh had to miss 
several games during the 1981-82 and 1982-83 
seasons but he was the man in possession again 
in 1983-84 and indeed he only missed one match 
the following season until Ian Westwater was 
signed in March 1985. Hugh had the honour of 
captaining the Dunfermline team for a spell. 

Since March 1985 Hugh’s appearances in the 
first team have been rare and his football has 
been mainly restricted to the reserves. He was a 
member of the team which won the Reserve 
League (East) title in 1986/87 — Hugh’s first 
senior medal after many years of trying. 

‘Shuggie’ has the distinction of having played 
on every senior league ground in Scotland bar 
one — St Mirren Park, Paisley. It looked for a 
while as if he would also miss out on playing at 
Rugby Park, Kilmarnock (his home town team) 
but he made it when the Pars were drawn against 
the Ayrshire team in the League Cup. It was not 
a happy night however — Hugh was ‘booked’ for 
the only time in his career!

Twenty-eight-year-old John Watson’s career in 
Scottish football did not really start until 1983 
when he arrived at East End from Hong Kong 
Rangers. John had played no football at all 
between the ages of 16 and 19 preferring to 
follow the fortunes of his then favourite team 
(Hibernian) instead. 

His first taste of organised football was with 
a team playing in the 7th Division of the 
Edinburgh Amateur League. John played in 
goal for a full season with them! 

In 1980 Willie McFarlane, who was in charge 
of Meadowbank Thistle at the time, gave John 
several games but, unable to get a regular place, 
he moved back to the amateur league. 

It was Willie McFarlane who again got John 
out of the amateur league in the capital some 
time later when he organised a move to Hong 
Kong Rangers. It was from the Far East that Jim 
Leishman signed him for the princely sum of 
£300 in 1983. John quickly started scoring in the 
reserve side but it took him some 17 outings 
before the first goal was scored for the league 
team. 

The goals started to flow with a vengeance 
however at the start of the 1984-85 season and 
he won the inaugural Scottish Brewers’ ‘Player 
of the Month’ award for August 1984. The goals 
dried up in the second half of that season 
however and Dunfermline’s promotion dreams 


faded. The 1985-86 campaign was full of goals 
however with John scoring a total of 31 in all 
official competitions. It was an achievement 
which earned him the Daily Record’s Golden 
Shot trophy for being the first player to score 30 
goals in that season to go with his league 
championship medal. 

During that season John scored his 50th goal 
for the Pars. In so-doing he became only the 
second player to do that for the Athletic in ten 
years (the other being Sandy McNaughton). His 
total of 31 for the season was the best by a 
Dunfermline player since Alex Ferguson netted 
39 goals in official competitions during season 
1965-66. 

It was such goalscoring form which earned 
John several ‘Man of the match’ awards and 
‘Player of the Year’ trophies. 

Season 1986-87 did not produce so many 
goals for him but John was subjected to much 
tighter marking in the higher grade — some of it 
not always out of the football coaches’ manual! 
Nevertheless he played an important role in 
helping his team achieve promotion for the 
second successive season and he is hoping to 
prove himself in the Premier League. 

John was selected, along with Norrie 
McCathie, to play for the Scottish Semi-pro- 
fessional squad in the Four Nations Tournament 
held in Fife during May 1987.
